GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


1988 has been an extremely challenging year. 
The primary issue has been our vigilant battle 
against the MWRA siting of a sludge facility in 
the Town of Walpole. So far we have warded off 
two of the three potential sitings. We continue 
our unswaying efforts not to allow this environ- 
mentally unsound solution to the MWRA's 
charge to Clean up Boston Harbor. Walpole 
Won't Budge — No Sludge. The Selectmen thank 
the members of the citizens committee, WCAC, 
for its time, expertise and dedication in our 
battle against a sludge facility in our Town. 


Another battle high on our list has been the 
potential siting of the Boston Edison Peak Power 
Plant on South Street. The continued efforts of 
the Board, Town Counsel and others has been an 
uphill battle, but we are confident that we are 
on the brink of success. 


The Selectmen remain extremely vigilant and 
understanding of the other issues and problems 
that face the Town and realizes it is our duty 
and responsibility to address these issues with 
the same devotion. To this end we remain dedi- 
cated. 


In 1988 we have welcomed a number of new 
positions to the Town Hall as approved at Town 
Meeting. We welcome Cindy Moore, Finance 
Director; Douglas Landry, Town Planner; Maur- 
een Raposa, Conservation Agent and Mary Jane 
Benker, Assistant Zoning Enforcement Officer. 
The contributions of these highly qualified indi- 
viduals has already proven the necessity of these 
positions. Further, we welcome Delores Gior- 
dano, Town Accountant, replacing the retired 
Kenneth Crowell. 


The Selectmen extend their appreciation to 
their Executive Secretary, Evelyn Splaine, and 
part-time secretary, Clare Baril, for the dedi- 
cated service and expertise. We further extend 
our thanks to David Doe and the volunteer 
cable crew for their consistent support in tele- 
vising the Selectmen meetings on Tuesday 
evening. 


The Selectmen continue its development and 
exploration of potential wells to support the 
Town's valuable water supply. In conjunction 
with that effort we continue to protect our 
existing water supply and aquifers. We have 
continued to oversee growth controls while 
our community continues to experience devel- 
opment pressures. Town Meeting turned down 
the Endean Estate rezoning proposal for the 
potential development of 200+ acres in East 
Walpole. We are happy to report that the MBTA 
bus service to Walpole successfully continues 
to serve the citizens of Walpole. 


In 1988 the Selectmen had the pleasure of 
appointing several persons to various Town 
Boards and Committees as authorized by the 
Town Charter. We appreciate the involvement 
and interest of the citizens of Walpole who are 
willing to support our town with their skills, 
experience, and time. 


The Board of Selectmen wish to thank you 
for the opportunity to serve the Town of 
Walpole, and for the employee and citizen con- 
tributions that make Walpole a strong, unified 
community to live in. 


TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


It is a privilege for me to submit my fifth 
Annual Report as Town Administrator and to 
have completed my eleventh year of service to 
the citizens of the Town of Walpole. 


The Office of the Town Administrator serves 
as the Town’s Chief Executive Officer and is 
responsible for the overall operation of the most 
municipal departments. This position by the 
Town Charter includes the duties of Personnel, 
Operating and Capital Budgeting and Centralized 
Purchasing. 


This office also serves to implement those 
policies and procedures adopted by the Board 
of Selectmen, Sewer and Water Commissioners, 
Finance Committee and co-ordiantes the activi- 
ties of several other Boards and Committees 
throughout the Town. 


1988 wasa year devoted primarily to opposing 
the Massachusetts Water Resources Authority 
siting process and secondly, the Boston Edison 
proposed siting of a Peaking Plant on South 
Street. Since the Board of Selectmen’s resolve 
was to block both siting decisions, | devoted 
most of my energies to attain that goal. By suc- 
cessfully obtaining from the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency the designation of Sole Source 
Aquifer for the head of the Neponset, the Town 
virtually eliminated two of the three MWRA 
potential sites; that of North Walpole and East 
Walpole. Unfortunately by year’s end, the 
MWRA’s preferred alternative for a sludge 
landfill was the South Walpole site. This site is 
comprised of 47 acres off Winter Street on the 
Norfolk border and owned by The Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts Department of Correc- 
tions. The Townspeople have really shown their 
interest in protecting the environment by their 
active participation throughout the year. 


While devoting necessary energies to these 
issues, the Town progressed in a number of 
ways. Most noteworthy was the Charter amend- 
ment creating the position of Finance Director, 
which was filled by the very capable Cynthia 
Moore, a banking officer from Plymouth. With 
the retirement of Town Accountant Kenneth 
Crowell, Mrs. Janice Walker served well as Act- 
ing Town Accountant, until the permanent 


hiring of Delores Giordano, the Town Account- 
ant from Blackstone. 


In addition to the reorganized Finance Depart- 
ment, our environmental departments were 
strengthened considerably with the promotion 
of Robin Chapel! as Health Agent, the hiring of 
Douglas Landry, a recent graduate from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan as our first Town Planner, 
and Joan Garrity as our Board of Appeals 
Secretary, and the promotion of Margaret 
Walker to Assistant Town Engineer. 


1988 was also a year in which four of the five 
municipal union contracts were settled and 
funded, leaving only the Fire contract for next 
year. 


Other major accomplishments of the year 
include the completion of Washington Well 
No. 5 in February, the decision to site the Sep- 
tage Receiving Facility off Robbins Road, the 
installation of traffic signals at Heartland Plaza, 
the reconstruction of East Street between Short 
Street and Washington Street and the installa- 
tion of Phase I| sewers in the Huntington Street 
area and the Hale/Sandra Road area. 


The Sewer and Water Commissioners wisely 
adopted a Water Conservation Management 
Plan for the period between Memorial Day and 
Labor Day, thus averting a water shortage during 
a very dry summer in which many nearby 
communities suffered from the drought. 


Once again, | enjoyed serving as a Vice Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Municipal Managers 
Association, a member of the Executive Board 
of the Massachusetts Municipal Association and 
the Governor’s Local Government Advisory 
Council, during a year in which Governor 
Dukakis ran unsuccessfully for the Office of 
the President of the United States. 


| want to thank the entire Board of Selectmen for 
their support, their leadership and their harmony in ded- 
icating their full efforts to the improvement of the quality 
of life for all the citizens of Walpole. Lastly, | want to 
thank the staff in my office: Assistant Town Administra- 
tor Charles Aspinwall, Administrative Secretary Jean St. 
George, Personnel Administrative Assistant Dorothy 
Jackson, Assistant Purchasing Agent James Conroy, and 
Principal Clerk Patricia Joseph who worked extremely 
hard during this most difficult year. 


BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Zoning Board of Appeals is a permit 
granting authority appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen and has all of the powers and duties 
prescribed under Chapter 40A of the Massachu- 
setts General Laws, as amended and as allocated 
under Section 8 of the Zoning By-Laws of the 
Town of Walpole. The Board of Appeals may: 


1. hear and decide applications for Variances 
with respect to land or structures. 

2. hear and decide applications for Special 
Permits. 

3. hear and decide applications for Site Plan 
Approval, and 

4. hear and decide appeals from decisions 
of administrative officials of the Town 
made under the Zoning By-Laws. 


In granting any of the above, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals must act within the time con- 
straints and specifications of the General Law 
and the Zoning By-Law. The Board of Appeals 
may impose conditions, safeguards, and/or 
limitations as part of its approval of any applica- 
tion. 


The Board of Appeals may impose conditions 
safeguards, and/or limitations as part of its ap- 
proval of any application. 


TheBoard holds Public Hearings for all appli- 
cations and makes its decisions only after the 
Public Hearing is closed. The Board is respon- 
sible for providing public notice of all hearings. 
This is done by publishing a legal notice in the 
local newspaper. In addition, notice is sent by 
mail to the petitioners, abutters, and owners of 
land adjoining the land of abutters within 300 
feet of the property line. A copy of the notice 
is also sent to various other Town Boards, as 
appropriate. 


The hearings held by the Board of Appeals 
are always open to the public. Any person, 
whether entitled to notice of the meeting or 
not, may appear in person, by agent, or by 
attorney and be heard. Written testimony may 
be submitted to the Board at any time prior to 
the close of the Public Hearing. 


All decisions of the Board are in writing and 
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are filed with the Town Clerk and with the 
Building Inspector. Notice of the decision is 
also provided to applicants, anyone who was 
entitled to notice of the Public Hearing, 
town departments and boards as appropriate, 
and to any other interested party who specifi- 
cally requests such notice. 


The Board consists of five regular members, 
and currently two associate members. Associate 
members may vote (as appointed by the Chair- 
man for any specific case) in the absence, in- 
ability to act, or conflict of interest on the part 
of any regular member. Decisions of the Board 
require a four out of five member approval. A 
liaison from the Engineering Department Mar- 
garet Walker may be in attendance at all Public 
Hearings as a resource. The Board normally 
meets on the first and third Wednesday of the 
month at 7 P.M. in the Main Meeting Room of 
Town Hall. Applications, information, or any 
other assistance regarding zoning may be obtain- 
ed from the Board’s Administrative Assistant or 
from the office of the Building Inspector. Copies 
of the current Zoning By-Laws may be pur- 
chased at the office of the Town Clerk for a 
nominal fee. 


There was substantial activity in 1988 for the 
Zoning Board. Its caseload/workload was greatly 
increased due to recent zoning revisions in 
growth control and aquifer protection. Board 
members usually attempt to view the site in 
question prior to a Public Hearing. The Board 
takes each case on its own merit and deliberates 
extensively to assure that a proper decision is 
finally developed. 


The following statistics summarize the Board 
of Appeals activity for 1988:

PROTECTION OF PERSONS 
AND PROPERTY 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Walpole Police Department is pleased to 
submit this report for the year 1988. 


There have been a number of changes in per- 
sonnel over the past year. On February 29, 1988 
Sergeant Stillman was promoted to Lieutenant 
and assigned to the 4 p.m. to 12 midnight shift. 
He is in command of the Patrol Division and as 
such works somewhat flexible hours to oversee 
all shifts. Lieutenant Betro was assigned to the 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m. shift. He is my administrative 
Lieutenant, in command of the Detective Divi- 
sion and oversees the Safety Officer’s work. This 
has allowed my two Lieutenants to specialize in 
particular areas of police work making the de- 
partment more effective and efficient. 


Also on February 29, 1988 Officer Anderson 
was promoted to Sergeant and assigned to the 
12 midnight to 8 a.m. shift. 


On March 1, 1988 Officer Ryan was assigned 
to become our first Safety Officer. He works the 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m. shift and has numerous duties 
such as conducting safety education programs 
at the various schools, issue safety bulletins for 
the newspaper and cable T.V., supervise school 
crossing guards, conduct traffic counts and 
studies, lecture to certain groups and enforce 
local ordinances at schools which may effect 
the safety of students and faculty. He is also my 
liaison officer between the schools, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles and this department. 


On April 25, 1988 Officer Bausch was as- 
signed to the Detective Division, concentrating 
on drug investigations. He is assigned to the 
4 p.m. to 12 midnight shift. At that time Detec- 
tive Dalton was assigned as full-time prosecutor 
for the department. 


On October 24, 1988, Joyce McCormick be- 
came our first civilian dispatcher. She is assigned 
to the 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. shift. Ms. McCormick 
worked as a dispatcher for the Boston School 
Department’s Transportation Unit for over a 
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decade and comes to us highly qualified. This 
position has worked out very well as she is able 
to specialize in dispatching and has become an 
expert in the use of the radio and registry com- 
puter. Also, this has freed up a uniformed offi- 
cer to return to patrol duties. 


To maintain pace with continually changing 
police practices, the department has purchased 
certain equipment which will benefit both the 
community and police personnel. 


On February 16, 1988, the Dictaphone Re- 
cording System was installed and made opera- 
tional. This system records every phone call 
and all radio transmissions at the police sta- 
tion. Also installed is a Call-Check system at the 
dispatch center. This allows the dispatcher to 
review any call that we receive so that informa- 
tion given by a caller can be verified. This has 
worked very well when a caller is hysterical or 
has difficulty with English and hangs up before 
the dispatcher can confirm locations or other 
information. 


On April 1, 1988 we received a state grant to 
purchase and install a video camera in the 
prisoner booking room. This grant was in con- 
junction with the Safe Roads Act and was in- 
tended to ease the number of defense challenges 
and trials brought on by the strict penalties for 
Operating Under the Influence (O.U.1.). It was 
also felt that this could reduce police court 
overtime. We have videotaped all O.U.1. book- 
ings since April 1, 1988. 


On August 30, 1988, AT&T’s Merlin phone 
system was installed giving us a much needed 
improvement in communications. This system 
allows for numerous programmable functions, 
conference calls, floor paging and the expansion 
of phone lines. Both the Police and Fire depart- 
ments are using the samesystem permitting 
greater coordination of effort. The system is 
expandable and cost effective. 


Training continues to play an important role 


in current policing. It is a very important means 
of keeping abreast of the many new laws that 
are enacted, court decisions handed down and 
police procedures to be followed. With this in 
mind, all officers of the department were re- 
quired to attend a forty hour in-service training 
program conducted at the South Suburban 
Police Institute at Foxboro. In addition, and as 
part of their training, all officers were required 
to successfully pass a Combat Firearms Course 
approved by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice 
Training Council using their issused service 
revolver. 


During the past year many officers attended 


or were assigned to attend various seminars and 
special training programs dealing with law enfor- 
cement. Several officers continued to enroll in 
institutions of higher learning with the objective 
of obtaining a degree in law enforcement. 


At this time | will take the opportunity to 
commend all members of the department for 
their performance and spirit of cooperation 
during the past year.

The department again hosted the Annual 
Night Before the 4th Celebration for the 31st 
year, which continues to be a well attended and 
received event. The performance put on by the 
Christian Life Center Chorus was a great success. 
We appreciate their generosity and that of all 
those volunteers who devote their time and ef- 
forts in order to stage this celebration. 


Fire Prevention and Fire Safety under Lieu- 
tenant Manocchio continued throughout the 
year., including our Annual Open House in 
October. In addition, the Lieutenant with the 
assistance of Firefighter Smith visited all stu- 
dents, K-6, in all schools delivering a fire safety 
lecture and demonstration. Many industrial and 
commercial concerns were also visited and in- 
structed in Fire Safety and in the use of fire 
extinguishers. 


Training under Lieutenant Hartmann, con- 
tinued throughout the year with many mem- 
bers attending seminars in various aspects of 
Fire Science throughout the state and in New 
Hampshire. In addition, several members attend- 
ed an intensive Train the Trainer Program in 
Hazardous Incident Control, held in Westwood 
sponsored by the Norfolk County Fire Chief's 
Association. 


Since assuming dual operation of the ambu- 
lance in concert with the Police Department 
EMT‘s, the amount of runs continues to in- 
crease from 589 in 1987 to 793 in 1988. We 
supplied mutual aid ambulance 26 times and 
received aid from surrounding towns 45 times. 
Collected ambulance receipts amounted to 
$36,389.41. Other fees collected for the year 
were:

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The Fall Annual Town Meeting authorized 
the purchase of a new ambulance in the amount 
of $68,000, which has been ordered from Front- 
line Emergency Vehicles, Inc., Pinellas Park, 
Florida. Representative Town Meeting also 
authorized retaining the present 1983 model 
which will remain in service as a second and/or 
back up unit. This should greatly improve our 
EMS reliability. We have also entered into an 
agreement with two new Advanced Life Support 
Services which will enhance Emergency Medical 
Service. One is a two person paramedic Unit 
operated out of Norwood Hospital by Neponset 
Valley Health Services which responds as avail- 
able to all serious accidents and medical emer- 
gencies. This service has already proven inval- 
uable. The other is a medical helicopter service 
staffed by a physician and a paramedic, by Bos- 
ton Med-Flight, Logan Airport, for immediate 
transport of serious injury to a trauma center in 
the city. 


We experienced several serious fires both 
structural and woods. Motor vehicle accidents 
increased, many serious, including fire fatalities. 


The most serious fire resulted in one of the 
greatest dollar losses due to fire in the town 
which was estimated at $1,250,000. The Boyls- 
ton Schul Verein Club, 153 County Street, was 
fully involved in fire prior to detection. The 
nearest hydrant was located in Westwood ap- 
proximately 1400 feet away. Efforts by both 
Walpole and Westwood Fire Departments man- 
aged to save the large roofed pavilion, but could 
do nothing to prevent the loss of the main build- 
ing. There was a total of 3,148 incidents during 
the year.

FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


The division continued with alarm box 
testing and repair, pole line maintenance and 
repair, radio and intercom repair and mainten- 
ance with daily circuit testing with proper 
record keeping. 


Pole relocations continued as always, with 
Boston Edison and New England Telephone 
replacing many poles throughout town. 


Radio communication reliability continues 
to be an important part of this division’s re- 
sponsibility. We have two base transmitters/ 
receivers with eleven remote transmitter/re- 
ceivers, 19 mobile sets, 17 portables, 41 tone 
pagers and 22 home alert receivers. Repair and 
maintenance of this system is paramount. 


Technicians Stephen Smith and John Mattson 
attended Level | and I! Municipal Fire Alarm 
courses in Manchester, New Hampshire, and 
both received certificates of completion. 


We installed eleven fire alarm street boxes 
including three new boxes in the Meadow 
Ridge Development. 
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Three new master fire alarm boxes were con- 
nected to the system. They were:

4122 — Bristol Square 


Harold M. Smith, Deputy Superintendent of 
Fire Alarm resigned effective December 13, 
1988. Harold was appointed to the Walpole 
Fire Department on December 29, 1941 and 
retired on October 31, 1983. He was appointed 
Deputy Superintendent of Fire Alarm on 
September 4, 1954 and continued in that posi- 
tion until this effective resignation. He has 
served the Town of Walpole, both Fire Depart- 
ment and Fire Alarm Division well and with 
sincere devotion for many year. 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health has a broad range of 
responsibilities which include promoting public 
health, preventing disease and protecting the en- 
vironment. 


In order to do this the Board of Health reviews 
Notice of Intents, Variances to its own regula- 
tions, Special Permits and Subdivision plans. In 
addition the Board of Health overseese three 
groundwater monitoring programs in towns 
and the mandatory sewer hook up program. The 
Board has also continued its efforts to promote 
clean up of the South Street asbestos site, as 
well as to prevent sludge from coming to Wal- 
pole. This year the Board voted to keep all offal 
pumped in Town to stay in Town and all offal 
not originating in Walpole not to have Walpole 
be its final destination. 


Mary Ciapciak continues to serve as Chairman. 


Other members include Richard Giusti, Susan 
Fitzgerald, Donnell Murphy, and Carol Michetti. 
Tony Richard recently resigned as associate 
member of the board leaving a vacant seat. 
Joseph Pruell continues to be an associate mem- 
ber of the board. Both the regular members and 
our associate member bring valuable expertise to 
the Board of Health. 


George Young, Jr., Health Director, resigned 
after working for the Walpole Board of Health 
for 4 years. He had given much of himself to the 
town and the department. He will surely be 
missed. We wish him the best of luck in all 
future endeavors. 


Robin Chappel has taken over as part time 
Health Agent. The Board is seeking a full time 
Deputy Health Director to assist Robin in the 
many chores of the Health Department. 


The Board of Health would like to welcome 
Linda Shea, our new Sanitarian. This is a new 15 
hour per week position. Her main responsibili- 
ties include restaurant, housing, and pool in- 
spections. Linda has already proven herself to 
be an asset to the department. 


As usual, a special thanks goes to Patricia 
O'Connell, who is keeping up admirably with 
the steady increase of work being generated by 
this Department. 
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This year the Board of Health has taken over 
the solid waste budget and with it all the trash 
complaints. 


The health department had to declare a 
health emergency this summer when our grit 
facility closed down and individual septic crisis’ 
occurred. This put an overwhelming burden on 
everyone and we were glad to see the facility 
reopen. 


This summer the department put together. a 
residential underground tank testing program. 
Many residents took advantage of this program 
and had their tanks tested. Many others opted to 
remove their tanks and replace them either with 
tanks in the basement or some other switched 
over to heating their homes with gas. 


The Walpole Board of Health sponsored its 
first Walpole Health Fair on November 5, 1988. 
It owes its huge success to many dedicated 
people representing the Chamber of Commerce, 
VNA, various health organizations, DPH and our 
library. The fair offered information on various 
health topics as well as many free screenings for 
blood pressure, body fat, lung capacity, and 
many more. Blood cholesterol screening was 
offered at a reduced cost. Brownie Troop 4695 
took people’s heights and weights. Various town 
departments were represented; School, Police, 
Fire, Library, Civil Defense and the Board of 
Health, to offer a wide variety of information 
on health issues. At the Fair a poster contest 
was judged. Participants were children in grades 
1 through 5. The Board of Health also sponsored 
an essay contest for our ninth graders. As an 
added treat, the Walpole Dance Center per- 
formed for the people attending the fair. The 
fair also began the town’s first Walpole Stop 
Smoking Contest which lasted til the end of 
November. Over 300 people attended the fair 
and fun was had by all. 


Our third annual H ousehold Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day was held on November 12, 1988. 
This was clearly our most successful collection 
with over 400 families participating. Citizens 
were encouraged to dispose of their paints, 
solvents, car batteries, pesticides and other 
household toxic materials. This year the Norfolk 
County Conservation District awarded $1000 


1988 — Health Fair 
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to the town to pay for part of the collection. 
Oxford Tire Company collected over 600 tires 
at no charge to the residents. Waste Manage- 
ment Co. provided the dumpster to the town at 
no cost. DPW collected the car batteries and dis- 
posed of them at Canton Batteries, Inc. at no 
cost to the town. Clean Harbors once again did 
a commendable job on the day of the collection. 
A special thanks goes to Nancy Farris and the 
League of Women Voters voluteers who promot- 
ed the collection day and were there to see that 
it ran smoothly. 


Water has been well documented as a vehicle 
for disease transmission. Consequently the de- 
partment placed greater emphasis this year on 
proper sanitation and safety practices at all 
public/semi-public swimming pools. The depart- 
ment spent much time inspecting and upgrading 
these facilities in 1988. 


The goals of housing inspections remained 
constant — to insure housing that is dry, warm, 
safe, clean, and free from toxic substances or 
disease carrying vectors such as insects and ro- 
dents. To be fit for habitation, housing units 
must have adequate living space, light, water, 
adequate plumbing and sanitary facilities as well 
as areas for food storage and preparation. 
Throughout the year a number of complaints 
relating to housing were received and investigat- 
ed. 


The need for a good preventive health pro- 
gram has long been widely recognized. As part 
of this program, the Town contracts with the 
Visiting Nurses Association. This contract pro- 
vides for public health nurses to investigate 
reports of communicable diseases, to staff on- 
going clinics and to attend specialized health 
immunization/screening clinics. 


Furthering the prevention concept is the use 
of vaccines and biologicals. The Board, in con- 
tract with the State, provides a wide variety of 
biological supplies including vaccines and diag- 
nostic test kits to Walpole physicians, school 
department, pediatrics clinic, and industrial 
medical departments. 


The department makes every effort to investi- 
gate all legitimate complaints. Follow-up action 
varies from the issuance of order letters to the 
seeking of court complaints.

VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


1988 was another year of challenge and 
change as the Walpole Area Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation responded to its prior year’s losses, the 
first in the 79 year history of the agency. Several 
changes were implemented organizationally and 
operationally in an effort to cut costs and im- 
prove efficiency. Those changes, along with a 
significant rate change in Medicaid reimburse- 
ment have been critical to the VNA’s recovery. 


A three year capital campaign was launched 
in early July to raise funds for three purposes: 


1. to meet furniture, equipment and reloca- 
tion expenses in preparation for a move to 
East Walpole to larger facilities 


2. to establish new programs to better ad- 
dress emerging health care concerns such 
as private duty nursing, outpatient reha- 
bilitation and related services, and 


3. to initiate an endowment fund which will 
generate income to support our current 
and future growth during times of unre- 
liable and unpredictable government reim- 
bursement. 


New programs started in 1988 included pre- 
natal and postpartum exercise programs and a 
home safety program. The Walpole Area VNA 
continues to provide programs in health promo- 
tion to all age groups in addition to the tradi- 
tional home health services. 


Programs offered to the citizens of Walpole 
include: 
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1. Home Health -Traditional skilled services 
including nursing, home health aide, phy- 
sical therapy, occupational therapy, 
speech-language pathology, medical social 
work and nutritional consultation. 


2. Ambulatory Care — Outpatient services 
including office nursing, physical therapy, 
occupational therapy and speech-language 
pathology. 


3. Health Promotion — Preventive services 
including home visits, office nursing, and 
clinics and screenings funded by Boards 
of Health in the Towns of Dover, Med- 
field, Norfolk and Walpole. 


4. Health Education — Classes for the gener- 
al community such as childbirth educa- 
tion, parenting, aerobics, senior exercise 
and home safety assessments. 


Of these programs, the Town of Walpole 
funds are allocated to the Health Promotion 
Program. This program is the second largest 
offered by the VNA in terms of clients served 
and numbers of services; however, due to its’ 
low cost, Health Promotion represents only 5% 
of the VNA’s total corporate budget. The four 
major components of the Health Promotion 
Program are: 


1. Health Maintenance for the Elderly — 
Promotion of good health and maximum 
functioning for all residents over 60 years 
of age. Elderly residents who are home- 
bound, and have multiple chronic illnesses/ 
conditions, but do not qualify for skilled 


care in the Home Health Program are seen 
on a periodic basis, in-home, by a nurse 
to prevent further breakdown and illness. 
Ambulatory elderly residents are seen at 
the office for physical assessment and 
counseling, or at the senior citizen health 
clinics held every Monday at the Walpole 
Town Hall, the 2nd Tuesday of every 
month at Diamond Pond Terrace and the 
3rd Friday of every month at Neponset 
View 


Maternal-Child Health — Promotion of the 
health and stability of the family during 
the periods of reproductive maturation, 
pregnancy childbirth, postpartum period 
and child-rearing years. Services are pro- 
vided by a maternal-child health nurse 
specialist through home visits. Infant car 
seats are available for rental. 


casefinding and education, and provision 
of follow-up care consistent with Public 
Health practice. In addition to following 
upon on reportable diseases through home 
visits or telephone consultation, the VNA 
provides vaccinations and various tests 
during office hours. 


Public Health — Promotion of ‘good 
health’’ awareness for the prevention of 
serious illness. Periodic cholesterol, hyper- 
tension and diabetes screenings are held, 
in addition to regular testing during office 
visits. In 1988 the VNA conducted choles- 
terol screening at the Village Fair in June, 
at the office during VNA Week in May 
and again in November, and at the health 
fair in November. The annual flu clinics 
were held in November and December.

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COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging continues to provide 
services and programs to an ever increasing seg- 
ment of the town population. As we are a desig- 
nated multipurpose Senior Center the Council 
receives funding through federal and state grants 
and local revenues. 


The Council is composed of 7 regular and 7 
associate members. Each member brings to the 
Council an expertise in one or more areas of 
interest to older residents e.g. nutrition, health, 
education, transportation and financial skills. 


The philosophy of the Council is to promote 
wellness and independent living. It is our goal to 
respond to the needs and wishes of these we 
serve. Toward this end we encourage participa- 
tion and offer a variety of programs. An active 
walking club, well attended line dancing class 
and exercise programs address fitness needs. 
Whist games, day trips and receptions provide 
recreational opportunities. Health and flue 
clinics, conducted by the Walpole Area V.N.A. 
and open to the public, are held at the Center. A 
podiatrist is available on a monthly basis. 


Transportation is a paramount concern. The 
senior van is the lifeline to Council On Aging 
and Senior Center activities. The ‘‘aging process’’ 
has taken its toll on this vehicle. Our goals is to 
replace the present van through a Capitol Budget 
request coupled with fund raising by the Friends 
of Walpole Council On Aging Inc. During 1988 
the van travelled 15,923 miles and carried 5,741 
passengers. Mr. Ben Gove and the workers at the 
town garage keep the van in driving condition. 


An economical automobile purchased and 
maintained by the Friends of Walpole Council 
On Aging, Inc. provides transportation to medi- 
cal appointments. Rides are made possible by a 
group of devoted volunteer drivers. 


A monthly Newsletter is mailed to 1,600 
homes and businesses. Sponsored by the Friends 
group and donations from local merchants the 
newsletter is a source of information and gener- 
ates interest in Council On Aging activities.

The Nutrition Program through HESSCO is 
funded by the Older Americans Act. Congregate 
and home delivered meals in Walpole totaled 
18,528 in 1988. Meals are served at the Senior 
Center in the town hall Monday through Friday 
at noon except during inclement weather. 


Of the 3,292 elderly Walpole residents 938 
are age 75 and older. Many are frail and home- 
bound and are in need of a wider range of ser- 
vices. Mrs. Conchita Geyer executes the duties 
of Outreach Worker in an outstanding manner. 
While carefully carrying out challenging tasks 
she has enhanced the position with her profes- 
sional approach to contacting elderly individuals 
and community service agencies. Walpole elderly 
in nursing homes and hospitals are visited. An 
increasing number of requests for service come 
from families of elderly. 


A large segment of our elderly continue to 
own and maintain their own homes. To facilitate 
this the Council has in place a unique program 
funded by HESSCO Inc. and coordinated by 
Mr. Walt Conway. Chore services, shopping and 
employment referrals are arranged. 


Walpole is recognized as having one of the 
most successful Councils On Aging. Credit for 
this is shared by many: an active Senior Citizen 
Club, involved Council members and the caring 
attitude of full time Director Barbara Foley. 
Barbara’s knowledge of federal, state and local 
regulations and her grant writing abilities bring 
innovative services to Walpole elderly. Council 
activities are carried out in an efficient and pro- 
fessional manner. 


The success of our program is insured by the 
hours of service provided by a dedicated group 
of volunteers (7,284 hours in 1988). This year 
for the first time we were pleased to honor this 
group at an Appreciation Dinner. 


To all who support the Council On Aging in 
many ways we extend sincere appreciation. 


NORFOLK MENTAL HEALTH 


The Norfolk Mental Health Association is a 
private non-profit corporation governed by a 
citizen Board of Directors who represent each of 
the twelve towns in its service area: Canton, 
Dedham, Foxboro, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, 
Norwood, Plainville, Sharon, Walpole, Westwood 
and Wrentham. 


The major programs of the Norfolk Mental 
Health Association available to Walpole resi- 
dents are: 


CUTLER COUNSELING CENTER has a fully 
licensed staff of social workers, psychologists 
and psychiatrists bringing together a rich variety 
of skills and experience to provide a wide range 
of services to children, adolescents and adults of 
all ages. In order to be most responsive to indi- 
vidual needs and community concerns, Cutler 
Center is organized into specialized programs 
offering services in the following areas: Intake 
and Emergency; Family and Children; Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse; Chronic Care; Psychiatry; 
Adult; Senior Care; psychological Testing, 
and Community Education and Information. 
Each program offers specialized groups and 
services, such as the Parent-Toddler Program, an 
educational and supportive experience for 
parents and their children from birth to age 3, 
an the Gym Program, a unique blend of coun- 
seling and physical activity for children between 
the ages of 5 and 15. Other programs and groups 
include the Widowed Lifeline offering comfort, 
understanding, and friendship to men and 
women at any stage of widowhood; Assertive- 
ness Training; Separation and Divorce; and Fam- 
ilies of Substance Abusers. In the Alcohol and 
Substance Abuse Program a significant affilia- 
tion has been forged with the NORCAP Center 
providing a most comprehensive approach to 
the treatment of substance abuse. 


Cutler Counseling Center currently has 
offices in Norwood and Wrenthan with the 
Wrentham Office providing the full range of 
services offered by the Norwood Office. 
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PROJECT HIRE,a sheltered vocational rehab- 
ilitation facility for people with emotional, 
developmental or physical handicaps. Programs 
include diagnostic evaluations, electronic skill 
training, work adjustment training and coun- 
seling, sheltered long-term employment, and 
transitional employment and job placement. 


PARENT-AIDE PROGRAM, offering trained 
and supervised volunteer aides who provide 
one-to-one help to clients in the community, 
families and individuals incrisis, victims of 
domestic violence, parents at risk of abusing 
and neglecting their children. 


COMMUNITY EDUCATION PROGRAMS: 
The staff of Cutler Center are available to pro- 
vide talks, workshops and consultation on a 
wide variety of mental health related topics. 
These services are available to community 
agencies, civic organizations, business and in- 
dustry, schools and the Court system. In addi- 
tion, community education programs on such 
topics as stress management, assertiveness train- 
ing and clinical issues are held periodically 
throughout the year. 


During fiscal year 1988, Cutler Counseling 
Center provided direct services to approximately 
406 people from Walpole. The total value of 
these services was $203,940 of which the Town 
of Walpole allocated $9,429. 


In the past year, people from Walpole who 
came to us for assistance were often referred 
by friends, neighbors, family, clergy, school, 
physicians, or community agencies. The most 
common requests for help concerned such 
problems as depression and anxiety, difficulties 
in marriageor family relations, school or be- 
havior-related problems, alcohol or drug abuse, 
work-related problems, and acute or chronic 
mental illness. 


HANDICAPPED ACCESS COMMITTEE 


The Handicapped Access Committee is happy 
to say that in 1988 funds were allocated to 
make the Main Library accessible for Wheel 
Chair people. This work will be completed by 
the end of February, 1989. 


The committee also sponsored an article at 
the special town meeting held in the spring of 
1988 to make the Old Post Road School acces- 
sible to a new student who is a paraplegic. This 
work was done by the opening of school in 
the fall of 1988. 


It is hoped that the Town Meeting in 1989 
will approve the funding for the South Wal- 
pole swimming pool so that this facility will 
be 100% accessible to the handicapped in the 
near future. 


The Committee wishes to thank all the 
people in the town for their cooperation in 
helping the handicapped, especially the Wal- 
pole Police Dept. for ticketing cars that do 
not belong in handicapped parking spots. 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Due to the present economy the activity in 
the office has slowed down considerably. The 
fact that the office is open on a full time basis 
rneans the veteran can be better served and a 
more thorough investigation on applications 
can be made which has made a financial im- 
provement for the Town. 
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Veterans Services has another function 
which is to help veterans and their dependents 
apply for Federal Benefits. These services in- 
clude the preparation of applications for Widow 
and Childrens Pensions, Burial Allowances, Ser- 
vice Connected Compensation, Non-Service Con- 
nected pensions, Grave Markers, change of 
address, Educational Benefits, Hospitalization, 
and Annual Eligibility Verification Reports. 


HERITAGE AND 
NATURAL RESOURCES 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Conservation Commissions are established by 
cities and towns by authority granted in Massa- 
chusetts General Law for the promotion, preser- 
vation and protection of the local natural resour- 
ces and watershed resources. The Walpole Con- 
servation Commission has seven full members 
and one associate member. The valued members 
are William P. Golding, Chairman; Joseph Wiley, 
Vice Chairman; Virginia Fettig, Treasurer; 
Charles Hede, Peter Baril, Rhonda LaVerghetta, 
Charles Harootunian and associate member, 
Eileen Neilson. The Conservation Commission 
encourages any citizen interested in becoming a 
member, to contact the Conservation Commis- 
sion or the Board of Selectmen. Members of the 
Commission are appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen for staggered three year terms. 


As a member of the Commission, one will 
attend meetings scheduled on the second and 
fourth Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Town Hall. Between meetings, members 
familiarize themselves with pending projects 
and conduct on-site walk-throughs. Besides 
dealing with many important environmental 
issues, the Commission works actively in the 
preservation of open space and the protection 
of water resources. 


PRESERVATION OF OPEN SPACE — The 
Town of Walpole has over 120 parcels of conser- 
vation land with approximately 1108 acres of 
land. The Conservation Commission controls 
the conservation property and it is their respon- 
sibility to regulate, manage, and promote these 


conservation areas. Some key acquisitions of 
the Conservation Commission are the Pinnacle, 
Cedar Swamp, ‘Cobbs Pond, Turner Pond, 
Clarks Pond, Allen Dam and Elm Street conser- 
vation properties. Conservation land acquisi- 
tions are accomplished by purchases, gift land 
donations, tax-title transfer and placement of 
conservation land restrictions. Conservation land 
is preserved in its natural state and can be used 
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for passive recreation such as trails. There are 
several conservation parcels throughout the 
Town that provide trail systems for the public. 
Trail maps are available at the Conservation 
Office and the Town Clerks Office. 


PROTECTION OF WATER RESOURCES — 
Under the Wetland Protection Act, M.G.L. 
Chapter 131, Section 40, the Conservation Com- 
mission can regulate any activity such as dredg- 
ing, filling, removing or altering of a wetland. 
By regulating these activities, the Commission 
is protecting eight important interests of wet- 
lands (protection of public and private water 
supply and groundwater supply, the enhance- 
ment of flood control and storm damage pre- 
vention, the prevention of pollution, protection 
of fisheries and shellfish and the protection of 
wildlife habitat). The Town of Walpole has 
also enacted and adopted its own Wetland By- 
laws which are similar in content to the Massa- 
chusetts statute, but its intent is to allow the 
Commission to create a more restrictive Order of 
Conditions if the project warrants such a protec- 
tion. There is one public hearing which addresses 
both the Town of Walpole Wetland Bylaws and 
the Massachusetts statute in connection with 
each filing. 


Any person intending to do work within the 
wetland resource area or within 100 ft. from the 
wetlands (refer to as the 100 ft buffer zone) 
should file either a Notice of Intent or a Request 
of a Determination of Applicability with the 
Conservation Commission. A public hearing will 
be held within 21 days of receipt of the filing 
to discuss the project. At the close of the public 
hearing, the Commission will vote to approve or 
deny the wetland filing. If the project is ap- 
proved, an Order of Conditions will be issued to 
the applicant to regulate the activities. The 
D.E.Q.E. signs seen around the Town at con- 
struction sites indicates that there has been a 
wetland filing with the Walpole Conservation 
Commission and the Massachusetts Department 


of Environmental Quality Engineering. If a per- 
son intending to work within the 100 ft. buffer 
zone and is uncertain whether the activities 
constitute a filing, they should contact the con- 
servation secretary or the conservation agent for 
a determination. The Commission is empowered 
by the Wetland Protection Act, to issue enforce- 
ment orders and/or levy fines against individuals 
who violate issued Order of Conditions or to 
individuals who fail to file with the Conservation 
Commission for work near the wetlands. 


In 1988, the year was highlighted with an 
aggressive land acquisition proposal of 155 
acres of land referred to as Plimptonville in East 
Walpole by the Conservation Commission. A 
Proposition 2% override was needed for the land 
purchase cost of four million dollars. The ques- 
tion of the override appeared on the November 
Election ballot, but the voters turned it down. 
The Commission was unable to fund the cost 
and they were unable to preserve this unique 
piece of open space. 


The Town did receive two generous land gift 
donations. Cynthia Green donated a 22 acre 
parcel of land off Lincoln Road and David 
Wakefield donated a 3.25 acre parcel of land 
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near the Pinnacle. Both land gifts were generous 
and both parcels compliment existing conserva- 
tion land being preserved in those areas. 


Four conservation ponds were studied this 
year by Lycott Environmental Services. In an 
effort to address the water quality and appear- 
ance of the ponds, the Commission will begin a 
pond management program. The Commission 
has also seeked outside support in an effort to 
maintain conservation properties. Bay State 
Correctional work program provided the Com- 
mission with the necessary manpower to clean 
up dumping on conservation parcels along Cedar 
Street and their efforts were much appreciated 
by the Conservation Commission. 


The Commission has had a successful year in 
meeting goals outlined in the 1987 Open Space 
Plan. Strict enforcement of the Wetland Protec- 
tion Act, preservation of open space, land ac- 
quisitions, protection of groundwater, promo- 
tion of conservation properties and management 
of the land were all goals addressed this year. 
The Commission will continue in their efforts 
to protect the Towns. natural resources and will 
look forward to meeting the goals outlined for 
1989. 


TOWN SERVICES 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


The Engineering Department provides guid- 
ance and technical assistance to all of the 
various departments within town government, 
as well as to the citizens of Walpole and to the 
general public. 


In 1988, actual construction of Phase II of 
the Town’s sewer construction program was 
begun and is on-going at present.When com- 
pleted, municipal sewer will have become 


available to approximately 235 additional homes 
and businesses, many of which lie within the 
sensitive water resource protection overlay dis- 
tricts. In addition, in conjunction with the 
sewer project, asbestos cement water main is 
being removed from many of the streets involv- 
ed, and replaced with newer, larger, ductile iron 


pipe. 


The Engineering Department, as part of its 
ongoing duties provided reports to the zoning 
board of appeals on 37 of its cases. This process 
involves review and analysis of submitted plans 
and technical reports for conformance with 
local laws and standard industry-wide practice. 


As part of its Subdivision Approval process, 
the Planning Board required the assistance of 
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the Engineering Department in much the same 
manner as the Zoning Board. Eight subdivi- 
sions with a total of 45 lots were reviewed. 


The Engineering Department is responsible 
for in-the-field, on-site supervision of installation 
of all utilities and road construction both within 
approved subdivisions and elsewhere in town. 
This continual process helps ensure that work is 
completed in a timely manner and also that 
utility installation is performed only by con- 
tractors holding a valid town of Walpole drain 
layer’s license. 


During the 1988 construction season the 
Engineering Department took over responsibility 
for the issuance and monitoring of street open- 
ing permits, thereby increasing the accounta- 
bility of the various contractors working within 
the town. 


The updating of town maps and plans is ex- 
tremely important to homeowners and business 
people in the area, as well as to various town 
departments. The Engineering Department is 
responsible for keeping the town plans, as well 
as the Assessor’s maps, current thereby helping 
to chart and plot town-wide growth. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


HIGHWAY AND PARKS DIVISION 


The Highway Division is responsible for the 
maintenance of streets, sidewalks, stormdrains, 
traffic signs and snow and ice control operations. 
Highway work performed during the year: 
mechanical sweeping of 110 miles of streets in 
the spring and throughout the year. School and 
town parking lots were swept when required. In 
Walpole center, litter control was provided ona 
daily basis. 


Throughout the year, over 1,000 tons of bitu- 
minous concrete, (hot top), and cold patch were 
used in the maintenance and repair of streets, 
including the permanent patch of 150 Sewer 
and Water Division trenches. 


Storm drain maintenance work included the 
annual cleaning of 2,500 catchbasins, repairs to 
75 catchbasins and manholes, installation of 
1,500 feet of drainpipe,rodding of obstructed 
drainlines and clearing of open drain ditches. 


The Sidewalk and Curbing Program includes 
the installation, removal and repair of all curbing, 
bituminous and concrete sidewalks. This year, a 


PARKS DIVISION 


In recent years, the Parks Division’s scope of 
activity has gone far beyond the cutting and 
cleaning of our parks and school grounds. For 
example, in 1988 they completely rebuilt 4 
ballfields and regraded, reseeded and repaired 
8 others. The recently completed landscaping 
of the Town Hall was also completed by the 
Parks Division. 


The Parks Division maintains more than 100 
acres of parks, lawns and athletic playing fields. 
Work includes the application of fertilizer, 
lime, grass seed, weed control chemicals, field 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Department provides guid- 
ance and technical assistance to all of the various 
departments within Town Government, as well 
as to the citizens of Walpole and to the general 
public. 


In 1988, actual construction of Phase II of 
the Town’s Sewer Construction Program was 
begun and is on-going at present. When comple- 
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private contractor installed 2,000 feet of con- 
crete sidewalk, while Town forces repaired ap- 
proximately 1,000 linear feet of bituminous 
sidewalks at various locations. 


This year, 360 traffic and street signs were in- 
stalled or replaced throughout the town. Among 
the signs that were replaced, 200 were vandaliz- 
ed and 75 were requested to be repaired by the 
Selectmen or Police Department. The preven- 
tative maintenance of traffic and pedestrian 
lights was continued throughout the year. This 
year there were 11 knockdowns of traffic bea- 
cons. Over 142 miles of center and edge lines, 
crosswalks, parking spaces and town parking 
lots were painted. Highway personnel provide 
and install traffic barricades at various loca- 
tions throughout the year. 


During the winter of 1987-1988, there was a 
total of 13 snowstorms with an accumulation 
of 42.1 inches of snow. Approximately 1,011 
tons of salt and 3,246 tons of sand were used 
to combat the storms.

scheduled basis. Other work includes collection 
of litter from all public ways, playing areas and 
weekly rubbish collections from all town build- 
ings; cutting of grass and brush along roadways. 


Parks Division personnel also maintain trails 
of the town forest and remove diseased and dead 
trees throughout the town.

D.P.W. MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The D.P.W. Maintenance Division is responsi- 
ble for repair work and maintenance on the 
Town owned vehicles and miscellaneous equip- 
ment, excluding fire engines. 


Regularly scheduled maintenance was per- 
formed on fifty-one (51) motorized pieces of 
equipment operated by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, Water and Sewer, Highway, Parks and 
Cemetery Departments; ten (10) automobiles 
assigned to various Town departments; nine (9) 
police cruisers, town ambulance, animal control 
vehicle, civil defense ambulance, senior citizens 
van and sedan and one (1) fire department auto- 
mobile; also maintained were the auxiliary en- 
gines at the nine (9) water pumping stations, 
three (3) booster stations and the water D.P.W. 
equipment, including sewer rodders, centrifical 
and diaphram pumps, natural gas and diesel 
engines, portable generators, welders, flail and 
rotary mowers. 


Major repair work performed last year inclu- 
ded one (1) clutch job, three (3) transmission 
overhauls, twenty-four (24) brake jobs, seven 
(7) front-end jobs, two (2) engine jobs, six (6) 
power steering jobs, one (1) camshaft replace- 
ment, two (2) differential overhauls, two (2) 
trans axle and track assembly rebuilt and three 
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that utility installation is performed only by 
contractors holding a valid Town of Walpole 
Drain Layer’s License. 


During the 1988 construction season, the 
Engineering Department took over responsibility 
for the issuance and monitoring of Street Open- 
ing Permits, thereby increasing the accounta- 
bility of the various contractors working within 
the town. 


The updating of town maps and plans is ex- 
tremely important to homeowners and business 
people in the area, as well as to various town de- 
partments. The Engineering Department is re- 
sponsible for keeping the town plans, as well as 
the Assessor’s maps current, thereby helping to 
chart and plot town-wide growth.

New equipment purchased was inspected for 
compliance to Town specifications and prepared 
for operation.

As a result of 
our regularly scheduled maintenance program, 
there have been fewer breakdowns and less 
vehicle down time. Major repair expenses, both 
in terms of supplies, parts and labor, have been 
kept to a minimum.

BUILDING MAINTENANCE DIVISION 


The Building Maintenance Division is gener- 
ally responsible for repair and upkeep, capital 
improvements, proper operations of all electrical, 
plumbing and heating and ventilation systems 
in all public buildings. 


Energy, conservation and vandalism preven- 
tion measures are a prime consideration and, to 
this end, we are constantly updating our knowl- 
edge and applying same to various problems.

Please note the drop in cost of vandalism 
from 1973 to the present. This drop is due to 
the vandalism prevention measures taken by the 
Building Maintenance Division.

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WATER & SEWER DIVISION 


The Water and Sewer Division is responsible 
for all aspects of the Town’s Water Supply. 


Included in these, are billing, record keeping, 
reporting and various other administrative tasks, 
as well as the operation and maintenance of our 
water system, with the ultimate goal being suffi- 
cient production of quality water to all con- 
sumers in an efficient manner. 


With the addition of the Town's newest well, 
located in the School Meadow Aquifer, the total 
volume pumped exceeded 1987's total by 55 
million gallons, bringing the 1988 figure to 
1,000,717,468 gallons. 


In addition to routine maintenance, approxi- 
mately 150 water leaks were repaired, con- 
sisting mostly of service leaks with 10 broken 
watermains being recorded. Both the excess 
unaccountability and the amount of leaks 
reflect the dire need for the Leak Detection 
Survey currently being established. 


Other continuing programs are the semi- 
annual hydrant flushing and meter moderniza- 
tion programs, both of which have proven to be 
beneficial to the Town. 


With the addition of a newly-established 
Water Conservation Committee and _ various 


other measures, the conservation of this most 
precious resource must remain a top priority. 


The Sewer Division maintains all records, 
billing and reporting relative to sewer usage are 
maintained. As continued growth of the sewer 
system increases, the responsibilities of the 
Sewer Division also grow. Currently, mainten- 
ance and repair of sewer main lines and our 
sewer ejector stations are performed, all to in- 
sure a sanitary system with prevention of any 
adverse health effects to the public. 


At present, 48% of the properties in Walpole 
are sewered. This year, 230 additional proper- 
ties were sewered under the Phase I! Sewer 
Program. Construction will be completed this 
summer and will have added 23,600 feet of 
sewer mains and a Sewer Ejection Station on 
Leonard Road. 


As in past years, the Department of Public 
Works has continued to make changes in the 
method and choice of materials for a number 
of maintenance procedures, in a never ending 
search to provide improved service, at the most 
cost efficient manner to the community. 


In conclusion, | express my sincere appre- 
ciation to all division supervisors, Department 
of Public Works Personnel and Town Officials 
for their cooperation throughout the year. 


RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Recreation Director, Dominic A. Baldassari 
announces that our leisure time programs offer- 
ed for 1988 had excellent response and partici- 
pation. Programs offered by the department 
consisted of Red Cross Swim Lessons, tennis 
instruction, girls softball, basketball, gymnas- 
tics, swim team, ice skating, basic guitar instruc- 
tion and Village Music Workshop for toddlers 
and their moms. 


The Rainbow Connection, Walpoles Special 
Recreation Day Program entertained 24 camp- 
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ers from Walpole and surrounding towns. The 
special children participated in arts-n-crafts, 
games, swimming, field trips and the Special 
Olympics. A recreation booklet is available at 
the recreation office with descriptions and in- 
formation regarding programs that are offered 
by the Town and also by private organizations.

627 applications were filed for wiring permits 
and all complaints were investigated with regard 
to electrical installations.

Department is located in the Building Inspector’s 
Office in the Town Hall.

At a special Town meeting, held on April 29, 
1970, the Town of Walpole voted to establish 
a local Historical Commission, as outlined by 
Section 8D, Chapter 40 of the State of Massa- 
chusetts General Laws as regarding establishing 
Local Historical Commissions. 


The Commission consists of five (5) regular 
members and three (3) associate members ap- 
pointed by the Walpole Board of Selectmen. 


The Walpole Historical Commission is an agent 
of the local government. Our most important 
goal in the preservation of the Community's 
historic places. The purpose of the Walpole 
Historic Commission is to work toward this 
goal by planning for and implementing programs 
for the identification, evaluation and protection 
of Walpole’s historic resources. 


The Commission also coordinates with other 
local groups whose interests involve history or 
historic preservation, such as The Walpole His- 
torical Society, Walpole Public Library and The 
Walpole Public Schools which often have inter- 
ests similar to those of the commission in fos- 


tering pride in community identity. The Com- 
mission serves as a liaison between these groups 
and the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
on matters pertaining to historic preservation 
programs. Finally, it is the local commission’s 
mandate to be the local municipal ‘‘watchdog”’ 
for State and Federal preservation agencies, 
alerting them to local preservation issues. 


Some of the projects the Historical Commis- 
sion is involved in are: 


1. National Register of Historic Places 
plaques for the Old Town Hall. 

2. The Blake cemetery rehabilitation, in 
conjunction with the Walpole Historical 
Society. 

3. The rescue and storage of some of the 
Railroad artifacts removed from the Wal- 
pole Union Station during the MBTA 
Commuter Rail Signal system upgrade. 
This project was also done in conjunction 
with the Walpole Historical Society. 

4. Work has started on the nomination of 
the Timothy Mann House to the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

5. Planning has started on the Common 
Street National Historic District. 


Our Commission meetings are open to the 
public and are held on the fourth Thursday of 
the month (except July and August) at 7:30 
pm in the Deacon Lewis House. 


We urge any citizen of Walpole who has an 
interest in Historical preservation and wishes to 
join the Commission, to apply to the Walpole 
Board of Selectmen. 


ARTS LOTTERY COUNCIL 


The Walpole Arts Lottery Council is a divison 
of the Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council. Its 
purpose is to encourage the growth of Arts and 
Humanities by the distribution of funds allocated 
by the Mass. Council to those groups or individ- 
uals complying with the guidelines set forth by 
the parent council. 


The local council receives applications and 
allocates funds twice a year. Potential applicants 
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are notified of the availability of funds through 
newspapers and other means of publicizing the 
event. Application forms, available at the Wal- 
pole Library, and filled out according to strict 
guidelines, are reviewed at meetings of the local 
council. Recommendations for approval or 
rejection are reviewed by the Massachusetts Arts 
Lottery Council. The Walpole Arts Lottery 
Council is notified, and it, in turn, notifies 
applicants on the decisions. 


In addition to regular funds, money is avail- 
able to groups of students eligible for the PASS 
(Performing Arts Student Series) program. By 
submitting application forms, (available at the 
Walpole Library), individuals or groups of stu- 
dents may attend certain theatrical performan- 
ces at prices reduced to $5 or less.* 


Members of the Walpole Arts Lottery Council 
are appointed by the Board of Selectmen for 
a maximum of two consecutive three-year terms. 
Anyone wishing to serve on the Walpole Arts 
Lottery Council may apply to the Board of 
Selectmen. 


The Walpole Arts Lottery Council should not 
be confused with the Walpole Arts Council, 
which is an older organization, and which 
exists to encourage local interest in the Arts 
by its various activities. It is funded by its mem- 
bers and is not authorized to distribute State 
Lottery funds.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FINANCING AUTHORITY 


The Walpole Industrial Development Finan- 
cing Authority (W.I.D.F.A.) meets and acts 
when applications are received under the in- 
dustrial revenue municipal bond program. Main- 
tenance of this program to smaller businesses 
and downtown revitalization projects has had 
the support of Massachusetts Industrial Finance 
Agency (M.I.F.A.) as a main thrust of their 
program beginning in 1983. 


The W.1I.D.F.A. has had no applications for 
municipal bond issues for industrial develop- 
ment financing during 1988. This may in part 
be the result of the Federal Tax Reform Act of 
1986. However, since 1978 M.I.F.A. has assisted 
more than 2100 companies with over $4 billion 
in financing for industrial, manufacturing and 
commercial expansion projects. Walpole has 
shared in this expansion and remains receptive 
to applications from interested businesses. 


METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


The Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
would like to thank Walpole for its support. 
During fiscal year 1988, which runs from July 1, 
1987 through June 30, 1988, the community 
contributed .1854 per capita, or $3,577 to 
MAPC for regional planning services. 


With the support of Walpole and 100 other 
communities in the metropolitan Boston area, 
MAPC provided planning services, information 
and advice for subregional and _ region-wide 
initiatives in the areas of land use, economic 
development, housing, transportation and envir- 
onmental quality. 


Projects completed during calendar year 1988 
and of direct benefit to Walpole include: 


After MAPC staff presented a Memoran- 
dum of Agreement to the board of selectmen, 
Walpole officially joined the Three Rivers 
Interlocal Council (TRIC). Organized to ad- 
dress problems which cross town borders, 
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the communities included in the subregion 
are: Canton, Dedham, Dover, Foxborough, 
Medfield, Milton, Needham, Norwood, Ran- 
dolph, Sharon, Stoughton, Walpole and 
Westwood. 


MAPC staff began producing a MacConnell 
Map for this community.Funded by the State 
Department of Public Works, MAPC together 
with the state Hazardous Waste Facility Site 
Safety Council (HWFSSC) created land use 
maps from aerial photographs. Land use in- 
formation was also translated into statistics, 
Both map and statistics will be delivered to 
the community in 1989. 


MAPC staff reviewed an Environmental |m- 
pact Report for The Village at Swan Pond. 


Regionally, MAPC continued to work on 
MetroPlan 2000, the agency’s comprehensive 
regional plan, developing new_ population, 


employment and retail trade forecasts; an in- 
ventory of more than 600 vacant commercial 
and industrial sites; and several resource papers 
on affordable housing issues, regional transpor- 
tation improvements and land use projects. 


MAPC also worked for additional funds for 
local pavement management programs and 
coordinated the local TIP review, which pro- 
vides federal funds for local highway projects. 


Finally, MAPC completed prototype projects 
which are applicable to all communities. For 
example, in Cambridge the agency developed a 
transportation management zoning report which 
provides land use recommendations designed to 
reduce site-specific traffic. 


MAPC appreciates the continued support of 
Walpole, and looks forward to further service in 
the years ahead. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board normally meets at 
7:30 P.M. at the Town Hall on the first and 
third Mondays of the month. Wallace Coburn 
chaired the Board with Bradley Berit, Steven 
Hemman, Richard Mansen and Gary Wallrapp, 
members. Valorie Donohue is the Board Secre- 
tary. 


At the Spring Town Meeting, the Board pre- 
sented to, and the Town Meeting Members ac- 
cepted, revised wage and salary schedules to be 
effective July first. 


In April, Bradley Berit was replaced by 
Donald Ridley who became Board Chairman in 
August with Steven Hemman as Vice Chairman. 


Personnel Board representation on the Union 
Contract negotiating teams was Wallace Coburn, 
Police; Richard Mansen, Fire; Steven Hemman, 
Public Works; Gary Wallrapp, Clerical; Donald 
Ridley, Library. 


Article 18 of the Personnel Board By-Law 
change from a statement of Overtime qualifica- 
tion to a policy on Overtime and Compensatory 
Time was approved at the Fall Town Meeting, 
together with several shifts or deletions in the 
salary schedules. 


During the late autumn the annual wage and 
salary survey of the ten surrounding Towns was 
conducted in preparation for consideration 
changes to be submitted to the Spring Town 
Meeting. 


CABLE TELEVISION COMMITTEE 


The Walpole Cable Television Advisory Com- 
mittee serves as watchdog for cable in the Town 
of Walpole. The Committee reports to the Board 
of Selectmen who act as the Issuing Authority 
for cable. The Committee is available to hear 
unresolved complaints of Massachusetts Cable- 
vision subscribers. One compaint was noted 
and resolved during 1988. 


Due to increases in programming and opera- 
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tional expenses maintaining qualified personnel 
for services, etc., Massachusetts Cablevision noti- 
fied the Advisory Committee of a rate increase 
in the Town of Walpole effective August 1, 1988. 


In the event of a complaint against Massachu- 
setts Cablevision, the Walpole Cable Television 
Advisory Committee urges subscribers to con- 
tact the Board of Selectmen for further action. 


EDUCATION 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


As one examines our schools on both a regu- 
lar and annual basis, two things come most 
readily to mind. 


1. Ongoing excellence occurs in our school 
system in both the teaching and the learn- 
ing domains 


2. Walpole, in the very immediate future, is 
being faced with a critical shortage of 
space which, if not addressed, will impact 
severely on this attainment of excellence. 
The Committee believes strongly that 
Boyden School should be reopened by 
September of 1990. 


Walpole continues to have a reasonable new 
home construction level. The sales of these new 
homes, coupled with a continued mini ‘’baby 
boom,” will effect our space needs in the years 
to come. 


Walpole continues to have a fine school sys- 
tem. Among other indicators this is evidenced in 
recent months by the publication of the 1988 
Massachusetts Assessment tests. These tests were 
administered in 1988 Massachusetts Assessment 
tests. These tests were administered in grades 4, 
6, and 8 and Walpole students performed very 
well, above the state average. The ten-year high 
school accreditation report was published in late 
‘88. This Accreditation was conducted by the 
New England Association of Schools and Col- 
leges. Walpole High, by and large, received a 
strongly creditable assessment by the Associa- 
tion. 


The Educational Development Center was 
established this year by the School Committee 
to provide a vehicle to investigate ideas related 
to improved teaching and learning. The initial 
products of the EDC have proven quite positive. 


The School Committee acknowledged the 12 
years of service that Mr. Edward Bendinelli 
rendered to the Town upon his retirement in 
April ‘88. The School Committee also acknowl- 
edged the contributions of Thomas Cibotti, who 
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resigned in February of ‘88 and Susan Odstrchel 
in October of ‘88. 


The School Committee, like other School 
Committees in Massachusetts, continues to face 
the problem of furnishing a quality education 
for their youngsters in the face of fiscal prob- 
lems and limited space availability. The space 
problem, has been and is being, addressed by the 
School Committee as evidenced by the document 
A Long-Range Plan, 1988-1993, for the Walpole 
Public Schools. 


Of further concern to the Committee is the 
possible need to provide pre-school and post- 
school care for those young people, especially in 
view of the fact that so many parents in Walpole 
must, of necessity or choice, work full time. 


The Walpole Schoo! Committee acknowledges 
very publicly the fact that our youngsters con- 
tinue to receive excellent education through the 
efforts and dedication of many, many people. 
These include volunteers, aides, cafeteria person- 
nel, secretaries, custodians, teachers and admin- 
istrators. It is no accident that the education 
that our youngsters receive is in no small measure 
due to the cooperation and ongoing work and 
care of all these members of the School Depart- 
ment. It is our belief that this quality education 
will continue in our Town.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The year 1988 has witnessed a major change 
in the personnel involved with administration. 
The retirements of J. Chauncey Smith, Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, Robert Cento, Bird 
Middle School Principal and Richard Sullivan, 
Johnson Middle School Principal, have initiated 
a change of process at the highest administrative 
levels of the system. All three administrators 
were born in Walpole, are graduates of Walpole 
High Schoo! and have worked their entire edu- 
cational careers — over thirty years in each 
case — for the Walpole Public Schools. They 
have left their indelible marks on the schools 
and move into retirement with our applause 
ringing in their ears. They were outstanding 
educators. 


Our enrollment continues to drop at the high 
school and grow in grades K-8 requiring new 
schools to be anticipated during the next three 
to five years. Town Meeting voted some $90,000+ 
to hire an architect who will develop plans for 
maximum use of the Boyden School. This build- 
ing will reopen in September, 1990. 


The Walpole Public Schools continue to enjoy 
strong support from the parents and taxpayers 
of the community. If you join this with the ex- 
traordinary performance of our professional 
staff, you have the ingredients for educational 
excellence in our schools. The following reports 
speak to the accomplishments of our system. 


WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL — 1988 


Walpole High School graduated 240 seniors 
in June, 1988. Eighty-two and four tenths per- 
cent (82.4%) of the graduating class continued 
on to post-secondary education. 


Edward Dionne received the highest academic 
recognition as a 1988 National Merit semi- 
finalist, placing him in the top 50,000 students 
nationally. For the fourth consecutive year, 
advisor Charles Hardy’s Academic Decathlon 
team qualified for the February State Finals, 
placing 10th out of 40 competing schools. 
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The school’s ten year accreditation was com- 
pleted early in October by a visiting committee 
of fourteen outside evaluators representing the 
New England Association of Schools and Col- 
leges. The school’s final accreditation status is to 
be announced sometime in March, 1989. 


Faculty accomplishments were many and 
varied. School nurse, Barbara Shea, retired fol- 
lowing nineteen years of service to our students. 
Horace Mann Grants were awarded to the fol- 
lowing teachers for projects: Bob Coviello and 
Charles Hardy, Walpole Data Base for Grades 7- 
12 Social Studies; Tom Brown, High School 
Physics’ Laboratory Manual; George Watson, 
Authentic 8-12 Grade Documents on French 
and Spanish. 


Other major staff accomplishments during the 
year were Linda Colvin, grade K-12 Computer 
Education Curriculum Coordinator, guest speaker 
at the Department of Education’s statewide con- 
ference on ‘’Community and Educational Part- 
nerships’’ and ‘Educators’ Roundtable on High 
School Language Arts’’; Dick Schnorbus, Diane 
Hudson, and Tim Hogan developed and pro- 
duced a bi-weekly student cable television news 
program, ‘‘Walpole Rebel News and Views”; 
John Neubauer obtained grants for a desk top 
publishing system for journalism publication and 
Computer Manufacturing Occupational Educa- 
tion Grant; Anne Coombs chaperoned fifteen 
French students to St. Germaine, en Laye, 
France, on our Foreign Exchange program; Mary 
Forester worked with Houghton Mifflin on their 
new edition, Introductory Analysis, which is 
being used this year; Chris Geoghegan chaperoned 
eight students to the Close-Up Program in Wash- 
ington; Sue Brainard, Dick Cantrell, Tom Joy, 
Maureen Kunz, Lisa Mara, Elaine McLaughlin, 
and Carol Peck attended five workshops to 
formulate a SAP Team to identify, assess, refer, 
and support students who have or may have 
drug and/or alcohol related problems; Charlotte 
Cole, presentations at the State Foreign Lan- 
guage Teachers’ Conference and Brown Univer- 
sity on Proficiency Based Curriculum and 
Materials. 


Five Walpole art students received accolades 
at the Boston Globe Scholastic Art Show awards’ 
honors received were National Honorable Men- 
tion — Scholastic Art Awards; one of the top 
five Hallmark Honor nominations in the state; 
one Honorable Mention, Congressional Art 
Competition; and two Walpole Arts’ Lottery 
Council scholarships. Two juniors were part of 
one hundred fifty art students selected to attend 
Art All State. Of nine students who participated 
in local college art programs seven were scholar 
winners. The drama, music, and art departments 
combined their efforts presenting the popular 
musical, Music Man, to large crowds. Preparation 
is underway for Hello Dolly in February. 


The music department had a superb year with 
Walpole High School's Show Choir, mixed 
chorus, girls’ chorus and Madrigals receiving first 
place at the All American Music Festival at 
Orlando, Florida. The Concert Band received a 
plaque for excellence at the Florida Disneyworld 
Competition. The Marching Band received a 
second place trophy and plaque at the Florida 
Disneyworld competition. 


Ten students made Southeast District Festival 
Chorus and Band, five students made the Massa- 
chusetts All State Band and Chorus competing 
against all Massachusetts’ public and private 
schools. Twenty-five members participated in 
the Junior and Senior SEMSBA Band and 
Chorus Festivals. Fifty-six music and drama stu- 
dents took part in the TEC U.S. Constitution 
Celebration Concert. 


Twenty-six peer leaders presented four les- 
sons each on substance abuse to Middle School 
6th and 7th graders. 


Our forty member student council under 
advisor, Lisa Mara, provided active leadership 
with the following activities: return of school 
dances; successful canned food drive for the 
Pine Street Inn and Project Cope; money for 
Globe Santa; hosting of 2nd annual All-School 
Field Day; faculty spaghetti supper; Thank-you 
luncheon for cafeteria workers, faculty, admin- 
istration and volunteers helping with Field Day. 


Rebel athletic teams continued to excel in the 
Bay State League and state-wide: Baseball — 
Division 11 South Sectional Runner-up; Girls’ 
Basketball — Division || South Sectional Runner- 
up; Hockey — Bay State League Champions and 
South Sectional Semi-Finalist; Softball — Bay 
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State League Champions and South Sectional 
Semi-Finalist; Indoor Track Dartmouth 
Relays’ Runner-up; Cross Country — Bay State 
League Tri-Champions; Field Hockey — Bay 
State League Champions, South Sectional 
Runner-up; Volleyball South Sectional 
Quarter-Finalist; Girls’ Tennis Bay State 
League Champions, South Sectional Quarter- 
Finalist. 


This year is the third year of School Improve- 
ment Council funding. The Walpole Council 
designated the $8,463 received from the State 
for the 1988-89 school year to cover a mainte- 
nance contract and supplies for the teachers’ 
copy machine, assemblies, and a Computer Lab 
Assistant. 


Perhaps one of our most shining hours came 
in the fall of 1988 with the nation-wide an- 
nouncement by the University of Wisconsin’s 
National Center of Effective Secondary Schools 
recognizing Walpole High School as only one of 
two United States high schools with unique 
awards for student achievement. 


JOHNSON MIDDLE SCHOOL — 1988 


The difficult, but pleasant, transition from 
one principal, Richard Sullivan (retired), to 
another, Stephen Driscoll, is just about over and 
the new administration is coming to appreciate 
the many attributes and resources incumbent in 
the Johnson School Community. A signal point 
in Johnson’s quest for continued excellence is 
the caliber of its student body. The 550 young- 
sters which comprise the school’s 4-8 grades 
seemed to be marked by individuals who have 
great artistic skills in the performing and fine 
arts, a keen interest in academic accomplish- 
ments and a sense of school spirit which keeps 
staff and students on an energized and produc- 
tive plain. 


Parents and community have also rallied be- 
hind initiatives at Johnson this year. School 
social events, such as: dances, luncheons, field 
trips, skating parties, and student recognition 
programs have enjoyed the support of Johnson 
parents. A middle school focus on family read- 
ing is being introduced with the encouragement 
and support of the Walpole Public Library and 
the McDonald’s Corporation. The school is dedi- 
cated to expanding the social, academic and cul- 
tural outlets for all its students. 


Staff have developed Horace Mann Grant 
projects in drama, language skills and math re- 
viewing skills. In all, six Johnson teachers have 
been awarded Horace Mann Grants for 1988-89 
and their programs are currently underway. 
Many staff are also pursuing graduate educational 
programs. Inservice programs have focused on 
the continual and evolving nature of the teach- 
ing profession and many of our teachers have 
been involved as an inservice resource for other 
teachers in the district. As a profession, we have 
focused on self-improvement. 


The ultimate goal of Johnson is, as always, to 
provide the skills and opportunities for all of our 
students to become lifelong learners and individ- 
uals who benefit themselves and society. Conse- 
quently, curriculum and staff review and evalua- 
tion is a significant aspect of our responses to 
the challenges of the future. As a staff, we are 
dedicated to continued excellence. 


BIRD MIDDLE SCHOOL — 1988 


As the faculty, staff and students at Bird 
iiddle School continued their pursuit of excel- 
lence in 1988, transition and change became 
significant themes throughout the year. After 
serving the Town of Walpole as an educator 
since 1958, Mr. Robert A. Cento retired from 
public education. His long term association with 
East Junior High and subsequently Bird Middle 
School included the roles of mathematics 
teacher, guidance counselor, assistant principal 
and, for ten years, principal. Mr. Cento will long 
be remembered for his dedicated leadership and 
personal commitment to quality education. 


In March of 1988, Mrs. Suzanne Hopkins 
Gillam and Mr. Timothy F. Collins assumed the 
administrative responsibilities at Bird on an act- 
ing basis. Their formal appointments were final- 
ized before the end of the school year, and re- 
sulted in a smooth transition and continued 
emphasis on performance towards excellence. 


The four hundred seventy-nine pre-adolescents 
that attended Bird Middle School in 1988 were 
housed in twenty homerooms comprising grades 
four through eight. Their academic and personal 
growth was evidenced by their hard working 
nature and exceptional school spirit. Both the 
Comprehensive Test of Basic Skills and the 
Massachusetts Educational Assessment Testing 
Program yielded significant results indicating 
high achievement. Student involvement in extra 
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curricular activities, special programs, and the 
spring musical, Tumbleweeds, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Katherine Sipala, was at an all-time 
high. 


The faculty and staff at Bird Middle School 
continued to provide quality instruction for all 
students. Their willingness to share their time 
and talents on behalf of the families of Walpole 
is a source of great pride and rich accomplish- 
ments. Among the many noteworthy achieve- 
ments of the faculty in 1988 was the permanent 
installation of the Bird Middle Schoo! weather- 
station. The daily contact with WCVB, Channel 
5, Boston, and monthly reports to the Walpole 
Times, have established Mr. Robert Mroczka and 
his students as definite authorities on the subject 
of weather. The interdisciplinary unit on Greece 
developed by Ms. Judith Rummell and the grade 
eight team was accepted for publication by the 
New England League of Middle Schools. Ms. Jane 
Yavarow was awarded a grant through the 
Wellesley College Global Studies Institute which 
resulted in Geography Awareness Week at Bird. 
Mrs. Sandra Esmond conducted a highly ac- 
claimed series of evening programs for parents 
of special education students. 


In October 1988, the Bird Middle School 
family and the Town of Walpole experienced the 
loss of Mrs. Laura Warcup. Her untiring efforts 
on behalf of the town and her students both at 
West Junior High and Bird will long be remem- 
bered. Before her death, Laura had been named 
Social Studies Teacher of the Year by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 


Curriculum updates ensured improved student 
performance and more effective instruction. The 
emphasis in 1988 was on the selection of new 
basal readers to supplement Bird Middle School’s 
holistic language arts program. Chapter 188 
funds and Horace Mann grants were generously 
awarded and utilized to their maximum through- 
out all levels of the curriculum. 


The Parent Advisory Council under the first 
year leadership of Mrs. Dot Embree and the 
Parent Volunteer Program consisting of over two 
hundred parents and grandparents continued to 
support and enrich the school environment. 
Their many contributions included providing 
quality enrichment programs, and _ valuable 
services through clerical and instructional aide 
aide hours. 


1988 laid the groundwork for embracing and 
realizing the mission statement espoused by 
Walpole Public Schools. We are dedicated to 
providing every child with an education to his/ 
her maximum. The needs, interests, aptitudes, 
and abilities of the individual learner chart our 
course. 


FISHER SCHOOL — 1988 


It is with pride and pleasure we display our 
new accreditation certificate from The New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges 
(N.E.A.S.C.). Fisher, as well as Old Post Road, 
have met the necessary standards to become 
members of the same association as all the 
major colleges and our own Walpole Senior High 
School. In December, at the Copley Plaza, Wal- 
pole became one of the few communities in 
New England to be so honored. We extend to 
the volunteer parents, staff, and students our 
appreciation for the great effort made to reach 
this high degree of excellence. 


This is the year we begin to look at ways to 
reduce the overcrowding we see at our school. 
What with close to 700 pupils utilizing 100% of 
the teaching and non-teaching space, we make 
due using storage areas and utility areas for 
teaching space. There is no evidence to believe 
that we will see fewer students; there is evidence 
of the need for greater space. One of the recom- 
mendations for accreditation by the N.E.A.S.C. 
is for us to “‘solve’’ this space problem by 1992. 


The Visiting Committee of New England edu- 
cators in their evaluation report cited many 
commendations. They were impressed with:

OLD POST ROAD SCHOOL — 1988 


1988 was another banner year for Old Post 
Road School. A major highlight was the comple- 
tion of a two-year self-study evaluation resulting 
in the presentation of the Certificate of Accredi- 
tation for the school. Mrs. Maureen Kelly, Com- 
mittee Co-chairperson, and Mr. Harold Varney, 
Principal, received the award at the annual meet- 
ing of the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges held at the Copley Plaza in Boston. 
Teachers at Fisher School and Old Post Road 
worked together during the two-year study, and 
the two schools were among the first elementary 
schools in New England to be accredited. Chair- 
persons Kathy Maclvor or Fisher school and 
Maureen Kelly of Old Post Road School were 
outstanding in their leadership roles during the 
extensive process of evaluation, which included 
a four-day visit by a team of selected educators 
from other communities. 


There were many interesting assemblies sup- 
ported by the PAC including: 

— Kendall Whaling Museum Program with 
Bob Webb-An historical review based on 
true stories and samples depicting the life 
of whalers and the whales they hunted. 


Safety Program by Amtrak, with Patrol- 
man Hall and Walpole Safety Officer 
Rick Ryan. 


— Mr. Alan Wonson speaking on his visit to 
the schools in China and how they com- 
pare with our schools. Wonson is a princi- 
pal in Norwood. 


The staff was saddened by the death of Jared, 
a kindergarten youngster who had leukemia. A 
small flowering tree was planted in his memory, 
and each child from Mrs. Garrigus’ class planted 
a flower bulb around the tree. Relatives of 
Jared attended the brief ceremony outside the 
Kindergarten classroom. 


The Metco Program returned to Old Post 
Road School with four students in grades one 
and two. The children and parents were wel- 
comed at an orientation day in June that in- 
cluded a tour of the school by the principal. 


Special events included the Annual ’’Grand- 
parents Day” when the grandparents of children 
in grade 3 spend a day in classes with their 
grandchildren and enjoy lunch as guests of the 
school. The grandparents observed, in addition 
to the regular classroom work, gym, art, and 
music classes. In gym class, the grandparents 
enjoyed square dancing with the children! 


New this year was ‘Computer Capers,”’ an 
evening in which the children demonstrated 
their ability with their computer ‘‘companions.”’ 
There were also instruction centers with help 
from experienced parents and Linda Colvin, 
Computer Education Coordinator. Each Mon- 
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day, the Media Center becomes a Computer 
Lab where students receive specific instruction 
in the use of computers. 


International Week, also new this year, was 
held in May, with each classroom transformed 
into another country. There were 13 countries 
represented. 


One of the big events of the year was the 
Annual Field Day in June, with races, contests 
and fun activities. Many parents assisted in 
organizing and supervising events and enjoyed 
the day as much as the children. 


Musical evening programs were presented by 
each grade under the direction of the music 
teachers, Harry Davis and Michael Falker. 


Other highlights of the year were the Open 
House with sundaes served by parents, Book 
Fair Week, Teacher Appreciation Tea, and the 
Old Post Road School Saturday night dance 
sponsored by the PAC, with proceeds spent on 
science materials and equipment. 


Two teachers were again honored in receiving 
a Horace Mann Grant this year. Paula Garrigus, 
Kindergarten teacher, received the grant in order 
to add ideas to the ‘Sound of the Week” kits 
she had developed. The ideas from Kindergarten 
teachers will be compiled into activity centers 
and workshops will be scheduled for Kinder- 
garten teachers. 


Virginia Gay, P.E. teacher, received grant 
money to work on educational games and dance. 
She took a course on Educational Games and 
spent two weeks in England observing in the 
British Primary Schools. 


Throughout the year, parent volunteers par- 
ticipated in school activities, field trips, and pro- 
grams. The support and help given by these 
parents has greatly enriched the learning experi- 
ences of our children.

The School Committee conducts its regularly 
scheduled meetings on the first and third Wed- 
nesday of each month at 8:00 P.M. in the Com- 
mittee Meeting Room at the school. From the 
beginning of November until the end of Febru- 
ary, the Committee meets on the second and 
fourth Wednesdays specifically for the purpose 
of budget development. Sub-committee meet- 
ings are scheduled as needed. 


Graduation 

On June 5, 1988, 186 students were gradu- 
ated in an impressive afternoon ceremony. 
Chairman Robert Rappa delivered the Address 
of Welcome to more than one thousand guests. 
Music was provided by the Southeastern Massa- 
chusetts Community Band. 


Peter Rickard, Director of Guidance & Spe- 
cial Needs, presented scholarships and awards 
totaling more than $25,000 to deserving seniors. 
Four students received Commonwealth Scholar- 
ships for outstanding achievement: Daryl! Dens- 
more, Elizabeth Mazzeo, and Paul Young of 
Franklin and Jamie Miller from Walpole. 


Other Walpole residents who were the recipi- 
ents of awards and scholarships were Stephen 
Dean, Jamie Miller, Bruce Young, Robert 
Follett, Jonathan Cook, Camilla McLaughlin and 
Lee Ann Hasenful. 


Guidance and Special Education 

In September 1988, 188 ninth grade students 
were enrolled at Tri-County. of that number 29 
were Walpole residents. 


During the 1988-88 school year, Tri-County 
hosted its first College Fair where representa- 
tives from 18 post-secondary schools came to 
Tri-County to share information with college 
bound seniors enrolled at Tri-County. 
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In September 1988 with the start of a new 
school year, Tri-County also began an expansion 
of our ninth grade exploratory program which 
now will allow our freshmen to try out nine dif- 
ferent areas of interest. This program which 
truly is the best vocational evaluation known, 
also will require students to explore areas which 
are non-traditional by gender. It is hoped that 
more students will select non-traditional areas 
and that any stigma which may exist for those 
who do will be lessened by this experience. 


During the past year Tri-County was selected 
as a demonstration site for a commercial com- 
puter-operated career guidance system. This pro- 
gram operates on a video laser disk and computer 
which together allow students to assess their 
interests and abilities and match these with 
careers. A great deal of information is available 
through this system regarding secondary and 
post-secondary programs. A complete college 
search program is included with this including 
financial aid information. 


Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs 

A grant from the Governor’s Alliance Against 
Drugs has allowed Tri-County to offer a health 
program for all 9th grade students. The school 
also provided to its students a three screened 
presentation on decision making which was 
made possible through the Consortium for the 
Prevention of Substance Abuse. 


Academic Programs 

The academic programs offered to Tri-County 
students continued to evolve in 1988-89 so as to 
prepare students for an ever-changing work and 
societal environment. All freshmen were this 
year exposed to a comprehensive health program 
which encompassed a wide range of health- 
related issues, from diet to decision making. 
New also this year were two academic offerings 
in the 11th grade — Applied Mathematics and 
Applied English. These Department of Occupa- 
tional Education sponsored programs offer stu- 
dents relevant and motivational learning mater- 
ial as well as creative teaching formats. 


In the continuing effort of Tri-County to pro- 
vide its students with the best possible prepara- 
tion for work and college, this year saw the 
initial preparations for the incorporation of an 
Applied Physics program. This up-to-date offer- 
ing will allow students to develop an understand- 
ing of the physical laws of science through their 
application. Later this school year the Math 
Department will be instituting a math lab. This 
developmental program will provide teachers 
and students with a powerful new teaching and 
learning tool. 


Tri-County’s newest academic advancement 
has its greatest impact on you, Tri-County’s 
adult constituency. Massachusetts Bay Commu- 
nity College is offering evening classes to all area 
adults. These credit-granting courses will be of- 
fered at Tri-County two nights a week and per- 
mit adults to pursue an associate degree program 
to simply partake in enrichment offerings. 


This year and in the years to come Tri-County 
will continue to offer its students the best and 
most relevant preparation for work or college. 


Vocational Programs 

We continue to give priority to upgrading 
curricula and equipment in an effort to stay 
abreast of technological advances in the machine, 
automotive and building trades. 


The Sun Interrogator, the latest diagnostic 
tester, and the Under 4-Wheel Aligning Machine 
are used to train our upper class Auto Repair 
students. Job placement is high and small busi- 
ness ventures are showing up in our early gradu- 
ates. 


The curriculum of oxy-acetylene, arc, and 
mig/tig welding has adapted new dimensions. 
There are new incentives since training for cer- 
tification programs have been added. Tri-County 
students will now receive training for ‘Limited 
Thickness Certification,’ ‘‘Unlimited Certifica- 
tion,”’ and ‘Pipe Welding Certification.’ Many 
students will acquire all three certifications by 
the time they reach their senior year. All certi- 
fication standards are set by the American Weld- 
ing Society Code. Our graduates are in demand 
as jobs are plentiful. 


Solid State/Motor Control curriculum have 
been developed and becomes a part of the upper- 
grade programs. Grade 11 and Grade 12 stu- 
dents, with their instructors, are providing a 
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completely new wiring system with fixtures and 
including a new service installation for the Med- 
way Fire Station No. 2. Job opportunities and 
self-employment rank high in the Electrical 
Program. 


Technical Programs 

Distributive Education continues to expand 
their program by offering students instruction in 
the areas of legal and medical secretarial office 
skills. Along with Retailing and Banking instruc- 
tion, the students are mastering skills in Compu- 
terized Accounting, Data Base Management and 
Lotus 1-2-3. 


The Culinary Arts Shop has accommodated a 
student teacher from Johnson & Wales College 
and his expertise in cake decorating is adding a 
new dimension to the program. 


Commercial Art has received their new Desk 
Top Publishing equipment and instructors are 
preparing students for their new learning experi- 
ence. 


The Child Care Shop continues to attract 
large numbers of toddlers and pre-schoolers into 
their program from area towns and a waiting list 
is maintained. 


Cosmetology has a new look this year with 
their reconditioned chairs and newly painted 
walls. Facial and manicuring along with hair care 
continues to make this a popular program for 
area residents. The clinic is open to members of 
the community during school year. 


Drafting, Electronics and Graphic Arts Depart- 
ments continue to up-grade their software pro- 
grams which provide valuable skills for today’s 
changing job market. 


Evening School 
Approximately 450 adults are enrolled in our 


Evening School programs. Air Conditioning & 


Refrigeration, Baking & Cake Decorating, Word 
Processing, and Manicuring are new programs 
due to increased interest in these skilled areas. 
The Mandatory Code Review Course for Licensed 
Electricians continues to be held on assigned 
Saturdays during the school year. 


Athletics 

“Athletics” at Tri-County this year has been 
looked at as ‘Building for the Future’ as a 
strong group of freshmen and sophomore athletes 


have emerged to play a major role in the inter- 
scholastic sports programs of fall and winter. 


Taking the place of retired Athletic Director 
Bill Doucette is Cliff Wilson, who brings a fresh 
new outsider’s view of things and is the mover 
behind the phase of ‘’Building for the Future.” 


With new emphasis on upgrading coaches’ 
awareness, creating better athletic facilities, get- 
ting new equipment, and working on school 
recruitment, it is hoped a new competitiveness 
can emerge on all sport teams resulting in a 
much strong athletic program. 


This year the sports being offered for the fall 
and winter months are football, volleyball, 
soccer, and basketball for boys and girls and 
wrestling. During the spring baseball, softball 
and track will be offered. 


During the fall, one of our coaches, Brian 
McDonough, received Coach of the Year for 
football in the Mayflower League. Also receiv- 
ing all-league honors for football was Dave 
Wallace (Millis). 


Our volleyball team was led this year by two 
all-league players, Karen Smutek (Seekonk) and 
Courtney Cerce (North Attleboro), who both 
return next year with the rest of this years’ team. 


Soccer looks forward to returning ten fresh- 
men and doing more recruitment. All-league for- 
ward John Marshall (Seekonk) will be missed. 


All of our winter teams have gotten off to a 
fast start and with the nucleus of each of the 
three teams returning, continued improvement 
is seen. 


It is the goal of the athletic program to con- 
tinue to upgrade and recruit and to provide the 
best programs possible in each sport. 


Student Activities 

Tri-County offers many activities for students 
to participate in either during school or after 
school. There are two ongoing vocational stu- 
dent organizations, VICA and DECA. The Voca- 
tional Industrial Clubs of America sponsors con- 
tests in over forty skill areas nationwide, while 
the Distributive Education Clubs of America 
sponsor contests in all aspects of retail marketing. 


Tri-County started a cultural exchange pro- 
gram two years ago which is open to all students 
in all grade levels. The first year students visited 
the Eskimo village of Kipmuk in Alaska and the 
village of Tuntihuliak the following year. In the 
Spring of 1989 Tri-County students will partici- 
pate in an exchange with the Soviet Union and 
American Indians in Phoenix, Arizona. 


Tri-County’s Student Council has been very 
active this year attending meetings at the Central 
Regional Office of the State Department of Edu- 
cation to discuss statewide legislation in regard 
to student issues. The Student Council also 
raised over $1,000 for the WEE! FM 59 Fund. 


Tri-County offers students many opportuni- 
ties to participate in programs that promote 
vocational and academic excellence as well as 
training in leadership essential to future success. 


Summary 

As we move into 1989 and continue to pro- 
vide the best in educational needs to our stu- 
dents, we thank the district residents for their 
support and cooperation. We intend to maintain 
in the future the high educational standards that 
have earned us that support in the past.

Two themes characterized 1988 in the library, 
growth in services and increase in usage. The 
most important event was the beginning of a 
professionally led Reference Dept. to handle the 
many thousands of requests for information that 
the library receives. Other new services included 
expanded children’s services, an expanded video 
collection, a full-powered, public-use micro- 
computer, the appearance of a library newslet- 
ter, music On compact disc (CD’s) and an ex- 
panded books-on-tape collection. 


Use of the library increased more than 12%. 
Attendance was up at children’s programs. Use 
of some of our "'special’’ services such as the 
museum pass program, interlibrary loan service 
and computer center increased. General circula- 
tion of books, magazines, cassettes, videos and 
all the other diverse material that the library 
offers was also up. 


This year the library began to actively reach 
out into the community to increase the flow of 
information. The library became a site for 
sludge’ related material research. It also 
worked with the local health board on a ‘Health 
Fair’ program this past fall. Home delivery to 
shut-ins was also revived. This coming year this 
outreach process will again be emphasized as the 
library works with the school department to 
improve the reading skills and habits of the com- 
munity.

TOWN PLANNING 


WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets on the first and 
third Thursdays of each month, in addition to 
special meetings as required. Thirty-eight meet- 
ings were held this year, with over 126 appoint- 
ments for business. The Planning Board also held 
several joint workshops with other Town Boards, 
Commissions, and officials to discuss items of 
mutual concern. 


The Board reviewed and acted on over 30 
Form A plans and numerous preliminary plans. 
Seven definitive plans were filed during 1988 
totaling 65 lots. Filing fees for these subdivisions 
exceeded $10,000. Preliminary plans that may 
have an impact in 1989 are Brewster Lane, 
Hildene, Mylod Industrial Park, Pinnacle Point, 
Plympton Way, Walpole Centre and Woodland 
Hill. Plympton Way, the largest of these devel- 
opments totals 118 house lots. In May, the Plan- 
ning Board welcomed the addition of Walpole’s 
first Town Planner, Mr. Douglas Landry. Under 
the direction of the Planning Board, he has 
drafted several changes to the Zoning By-Law 
and subdivision Rules and Regulations. He has 
also completed various planning-related projects 
for other town departments. 


BOARD OF SEWER AND 


The Board of Sewer & Water Commissioners 
was established in 1973. This Commission con- 
sists of five members elected for staggered terms 
of three years. 


In May, William Abbott was re-elected Chair- 
man of the Board, and Francis Farinacci was 
elected clerk. The remaining members of the 
Board were Robert Barrett, Edward Delaney, 
and Patrick Fasanello. In the May Town elec- 
tions, William Abbott and Patrick Fasanello 
were re-elected to three year terms. 


In 1988, low levels of volatile organic chemi- 
cal contaminants continued to show up in the 


Also in May, Mr. David Kearney was elected 
as the newest member of the Planning Board. 
Subsequently, an organizational meeting was 
held to elect the following officers of the Board:

James Dugdale, Vice-Chairman 
Albert C. Miller, Clerk 


Mr. William Maloney, Jr. is the fifth member 
of the Board. The Planning Board continues to 
work with the Master Plan Implementation 
Committee in reviewing the growth management 
recommendations outlined in 1985's Master Plan 
Update by IEP Inc. At this time, MPIC has re- 
viewed 90% of these recommendations. While 
some were rejected as not appropriate for Wal- 
pole, most have been adopted by Town Meeting, 
The Board of Selectmen, Planning Board, and 
other commissions. 


All meetings are open to the public, and the 
Board encourages citizens to attend in order to 
gain a better understanding of this component 
of Town government. The coming year promises 
to be a challenging and productive one for the 
Planning Board. 


WATER COMMISSIONERS 
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Washington Wells. The State DEQE directed, 
clean-up process advanced very slowly, with 
most of the effort involving studies by engi- 
neering firms. The Board hopes to see actual 
clean-up work start in 1989. 


Washington Well Number 5 came on line in 
1988. In spite of the addition of this well, the 
Town, for a second year, had to institute a 
limited outside watering ban, lasting from 
Memorial Day through Labor Day. 


In a further effort to increase the Town’s 
water supply, the Town conducted a prolonged 
test at a well site in the Town Forest. The test 


proved successful and the Board is hopeful of 
starting construction of a new half million gallon 
per day well in 1989. This well will be known as 
Neponset Number 1 and will be our first well in 
the Neponset Aquifer. 


Work on the construction of the Phase 2 
Sewer Project (Sandra & Hale area, Broad & 
Huntington area, and the Captiva Road area) 
started and should be completed in 1989. 


The Town Meeting appropriated funds to con- 
struct a new Septage Waste Facility and rezoned 
a parcel of land off of Robbins Road to site the 
facility. Work on the new facility should start in 
1989. 


In the area of sewer and water rates, the 
Board voted to increase the water rates to $15.50 
per 1000 cubic feet. The increase was necessary 
due to the continued shifting of water system 
expenses from the property tax to the water 
rates. The sewer rates were also increased to 
$13.25 per 1000 cubic feet (usage based on 80% 
of water consumption). The main reasons for 
the sewer increase was the MWRA assessment 
and to cover the cost of recent expansion of the 
sewer system. 


The Board would like to express its apprecia- 
tion to the Town Administration for its assis- 
tance during the past year. 


WALPOLE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Walpole Housing Authority operates a 
variety of State and Federal Programs which 
assist members of the community with their 
need for decent, safe and affordable housing. 
Those who are presently being assisted cover 
various segments of the population which in- 
clude the elderly, families with young children, 
single parents with children and people with 
special needs. As the cost of housing in Walpole, 
as throughout our state, has increased, the 
Authority has responded to the increasing needs 
by applying for funding to produce more hous- 
ing for these various segments of our population. 
In 1988 the Walpole Housing Authority received 
a Planning Grant to locate sites for 16 units of 
Congregate Elderly Housing (for the frail elderly) 
and 12 units of Family Housing with a promise 
of $1.94 million to construct these units. We 
also received a grant to construct a residence for 
people with special needs. 


By year end, the Authority had hired a Site 
Consultant to assist us in our search for appro- 
priate sites, but had also become aware that the 
state’s financial situation was rapidly changing 
and that our plans for expansion may be ’’put 
on hold” until such time as we had secured sites 
and the state’s funding sources were more readily 
available. 


1988 was a very active year for the Authority. 
In January, the Commissioners received a special 
invitation to attend the Governor's State of the 
State Address at the State House and received an 
award from Amy Anthony, Secretary, Executive 
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Office of Communities and Development for 
“Exemplary Teamwork in Providing Opportu- 
nities for Massachusetts Citizens.” 


At the annual Mass NAHRO Housing Confer- 
ence in May, George E. Tyner, Jr., board mem- 
ber and former chairman, received the Elizabeth 
Wills Memorial Award for Commissioner of the 
Year. This award gave deserved recognition to 
George for his demonstrated ability as a com- 
munity leader in persuading the community at 
large of its need to provide the support and 
assistance necessary for housing programs to 
continue, as well as his ability to act as a public 
relations officer in effectively communicating 
the Authority’s accomplishments, programs, 
policies and plans. 


In November, Rev. John A. Griswold resigned 
as chairman. Rev. Griswold was serving his third 
term as State Appointee to the Board and made 
many valuable contributions to the Walpole 
Housing Authority during his ten years of ser- 
vice. He has been an advocate for the elderly for 
many years and was highly instrumental in the 
Authority’s successful application for funding 
for a congregate facility which would address 
the needs of the frail elderly. Over the years 
Rev. Griswold has been a strong proponent of 
both State and Federal rental assistance pro- 
grams as well as all forms of affordable housing 
in the community. The elderly housing at 
Diamond Pond Terrace and the family housing 
on Ellis Street were among the highlights of his 
tenure. The Authority wishes Rev. Griswold 
well in his new endeavors. 


James J. Armstrong, Jr. ran unopposed for his 
second term as Commissioner in the Town’s 
Annual Election. He was elected Vice-Chairman 
at the Authority’s Annual Meeting in May and in 
December he was elected Chairman, Jim brings 
to his new position five years of experience as a 
Commissioner and a good deal of enthusiasm for 
promoting affordable housing in the community. 
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The Board Members would like to extend 
their appreciation to their capable staff and to 
the many town boards and departments who 
assist the Housing Authority in so many ways 
during the course of the year, in the operation 
of both our elderly and family housing and the 
rental assistance programs.

Mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee serve for three 
year terms, with five members being appointed 
Or reappointed every year. 


The Finance Committee reviews all articles on 
the Town Warrant and makes it’s recommenda- 
tions to Town Meeting. In addition, the Com- 
mittee reviews all of the Town’s budgets for the 
Spring Annual Town Meeting. The Finance 


Committee meets at Town Hall at 7:30 p.m. on 
most Monday and Thursday nights. A Public 
Hearing is held before the Spring Annual Town 
Meeting on the Budgets. It should be noted, 
however, that all meetings of the Finance Com- 
mittee are open to the public. Rarely, does the 
Finance Committee meet in executive session. 


If a Citizen is interested in getting a broad 
based education in local government, member- 
ship on the Finance Committee is a great place 
to start. 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The past year has been an exceptionally busy 
one for the Assessing staff. 


The Town has experienced a continuous 
growth in both the condominium and single 
home building lot categories. 


The May election provided Peter Turco with a 
landslide victory. This is his seventh year as 
Chairman of the Board of Assessors. 
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This year we are preparing for a town wide 
revaluation for FY 90. We have hired Appraisal 
Consultants of New England to assist in this 
project. The cost of this project is $115,000. 


The Board consists of three members who are 
elected in May. The Board meets every Wednes- 
day evening at 7:30 P.M. Please call in advance 
for appointments.

A certified copy of such certifi- 
cation on file in the office of any city or town clerk within the Commonwealth may be accepted as 
evidence that such operation has been performed. If the Town Clerk is satisfied that the certification 
by the veterinarian who spayed/neutered the dog cannot be obtained, he may accept in lieu thereof a 
statement under the penalties of perjury by a veterinarian registered and practicing in the Common- 
wealth describing the dog and stating that he has examined such dog and in his opinion the dog is 
not capable of propagation by reason of spaying/neutering. Until the veterinarian has examined the 
dog in question, license fee for that licensing period shall be at the ten dollar rate. When applying for 
a license, the applicant must also show proof by a veterinarian certificate that the dog has been vac- 
cinated against rabies, within the last two years if the dog is six months of age or over, as required by 
Massachusetts Laws (General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 115B). No fee shall be charged for a license 
for a dog specifically trained to lead or serve a blind person; provided that the Division of the Blind 
certifies that such dog is so trained and actually in the services of a blind person. No license fee or part 
thereof shall be refunded because of subsequent death, loss, spaying/neutering or removal from the 
Commonwealth or other disposal of the dog. The fee for each license for a kennel shall be twenty- 
five dollars if no more than four dogs are kept in said kennel, fifty dollars if more than four but not 
more than ten dogs are kept therein, and one hundred dollars if more than ten dogs are kept therein, 
provided that for the purpose of determining the amount of such fee for any kennel, dogs under the 
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age of six months shall not be counted in the number of dogs kept therein. The Animal Control 
Officer shall inspect all kennels licensed under the provisions of Section 137A of Chapter 140 in accor- 
dance with the provisions of Section 137C of Chapter 140 at least once every six months. “License 
period” shall be the time between January first and the following December thirty-first, both dates 
inclusive. .

Upon receipt of such petition and report, the Board of Selectmen shall set a date for hearing be- 
fore said Board, not more than 30 days after the date of filing of the petition with the Town Clerk. 
Notice of said hearing shall be posted, published and sent to interested parties not less than 14 days 
before the date of said hearing. Notice of the hearing shall state the subject matter sufficient for 
proper identification, and the date, time and place of the hearing. 


Within 7 days after the hearing, the Selectmen shall determine whether or not the condition con- 
stitutes a nuisance, and shall determine what action shall be taken by the owner to remove the 
nuisance. If the Board determines that a nuisance exists, they shall issue a Removal Order to the owner 
to abate such nuisance within 24 hours after service of the Order, or within such other time as it con- 


siders reasonable. An owner shall forfeit twenty dollars for every day during which he willfully violates 
such a Removal Order. 


The Town Clerk shall deliver a copy of the Removal Order to an officer qualified to serve civil 
process, who shall forthwith serve an attested copy thereof to the owner.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby directed to notify the in- 
habitants of the Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections and Town affairs, to meet in the 


Auditorium of the Eleanor N. Johnson Middle School Building in said Walpole on the 


THIRD MONDAY IN OCTOBER 1988, IT BEING THE 
SEVENTEENTH DAY OF SAID MONTH, AT 7:30 P.M. 


in accordance with the Charter of the Town, then and thereto to see if the Town will vote to amend 
the By-Laws and Zoning By-Laws of said Town, and to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By-Laws to delete Section 7 in its 
entirety and substitute with the following: 


SITE PLAN REVIEW SPECIAL PERMIT 
7-A: Purpose 
In all districts no building shall be constructed or externally enlarged, and no use shall be 
expanded in ground area or established in an existing building which use is more intensive than the 
existing use, except in conformity with a site plan hearing and endorsement of approval by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. The site plan will consider: 
1. the purpose and intent of these regulations; 
2. coordination with and improvement of systems of vehicular and pedestrian access, drainage, 
water supply, sewage disposal, lighting, landscaping, wetlands, water courses, buildings and 
other features that support the neighborhood; and 


3. protection of the public health, safety, welfare, property values and the environment. 


7-B: Applicability 
A proposed use shall be deemed more intensive than the existing use if the proposed use: 


1. will have more pedestrian or vehicular traffic than the existing use; or 
2. will have more employees than the existing use; or 
3. will need more parking spaces as required by Section 5 of these by-laws; or 


4. will make use of a greater percentage of the lot area than the existing use; or 
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5. is a use which is permitted as a matter of right in a district which is lower in the order of 
restrictiveness (Section 2-A) than the existing use is permitted as a matter of right; or 


6. would require a special permit in the district in which the existing use is permitted as a matter 
of right, 


so as to substantially effect the immediate neighborhood. 


The proposed use, expansion of use, building construction, or building expansion shall be 
permitted only upon the issuance of a Special Permit from the Board of Appeals for Site Plan Review 
in conformance with this Section and M.G.L., Chapter 40A, Sections 9 and 11. 


Site plan approval shall not be required for single-family, two-family, or three-family homes, 
including additions or enlargements, if they are permitted in the district in which the property is 
located as a matter of right. 


7-C: Procedure 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under this Section shall submit four (4) copies of 
said plan with application for approval thereof directly to the Zoning Board of Appeals. The Board 
shall, within ten (10) days after the receipt thereof, transmit one (1) copy to the Conservation Com- 
mission, one (1) copy to the Planning Board and one (1) copy to the Engineering Department. Said 
agencies shall, in their discretion, investigate tne case and report in writing, their recommendations 
to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


The Zoning Board of Appeals shall not take final action on such plan until it has received 
reports thereon from said agencies or until said agencies have allowed thirty-five (35) days elapse after 
receipt of such plan without submission of a report thereon. 

In exercising its jurisdiction under this section, the Board of Appeals shall conform to all 
requirements of procedure applicable to a Board of Appeals when deciding requests for special permits 
under Massachusetts General Laws, as amended (including the requirements thereof for public notice 
and hearing). 


7-D: Drawing Requirements 
Plans subject to Site Plan Review Special Permit shall 


— be prepared by a Registered Architect, Landscape Architect, Professional Engineer, or 
Registered Land Surveyor, if required by the Board of Appeals; and 


— be prepared at a scale of no greater than 1’’ = 40’; and 
— show all existing and proposed buildings; and 
— show all existing and proposed contour elevations; and 


— show all existing and proposed structures, parking spaces, driveway openings and drive- 
ways within a 200 foot radius of the development, service areas; and 


— show all existing and proposed facilities for potable water, sewage, refuse, other waste 
disposal; and 


— show all surface water drainage (with attached surface water drainage calculations if re- 
quired), wetlands, surface water, areas subject to the 100 year flood; and 
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— show all rights of way, easements, and other legal restrictions; and 
— show all existing and proposed dimensional regulations; and 


— show all existing and proposed landscape features such as trees, shrubs, fences, walls, 
planting areas, walks and lighting; and 


— shall confirm to the rules and regulations of the Architectural Access Board; and 
— show other information or data necessary for proper review. 


The site plan shall also show the relation of the above features to adjacent ways and proper- 


ties, and contain a locus map at a scale of not greater than 1’ = 2000’. The site plan shall also show 
all contiguous land owned by the applicant and/or by the owner of the property. 


7-€: 


Access and Circulation 
Provisions shall be made for vehicular access to the lot and circulation upon the lot in such a 


manner as to safeguard against hazards to pedestrian and vehicular traffic in the street and upon the 
lot, to avoid traffic congestion on any street and to provide safe and convenient circulation in the 
street and upon the lot. Access and circulation shall also conform to the following: 


i 


Where reasonable alternate access is available, the vehicular access to the lot shall be arranged 
to avoid traffic use of local residential streets situated in or bordered by residential districts. 


Where a lot has frontage on two (2) or more streets, the Board of Appeals may require that the 
access to the lot be provided across the frontage and to the street where there is lesser poten- 
tial for traffic congestion and for hazards to traffic and pedestrians. 


Where necessary to safeguard against hazards to traffic and pedestrians and/or to avoid traffic 
congestion, provision shall be made for turning lanes, traffic directional islands, driveways and 
traffic controls within the streets. 


Access driveways shall be of a design and have sufficient capacity to avoid queuing of entering 
vehicles on any street. 


Driveways into the lot shall have proper grade and alignment as well as transition grades and 
sight distances for safe, convenient and efficient access, and shall meet the street right-of-way 
line and travel way of the street in such a manner as to conform to the standard cross-section 
for the street as determined by the Director of the Department of Public Works and the Board 
of Appeals. 


Where topographic and other conditions are reasonably useable, provision shall be made for 
circulation driveway connections to adjoining lots of similar existing or potential use: 1) when 
such driveway connection will facilitate fire protection services and/or 2) when such drive- 
way will enable the public to travel between two existing or potential uses, open to the public 
generally, without need to travel on a street. 


There shall be no more than one (1) driveway connection from any lot to any street, except 
that: 1) separate entrance and exit driveways may be provided where necessary to safeguard 
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against hazards and to avoid congestion, and 2) additional driveway connections may be pro- 
vided, particularly for but not limited to large tracts and uses of extensive scope, if traffic 
flow in the street will be facilitated by the additional connection. Driveways shall not exceed 
24 feet in width at the street line, or such lesser width as shall be sufficient to accommodate 
the traffic to be generated unless a greater width is required by Town By-Law or the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 


7-F: Existing Streets 

Where the lot has a frontage on an existing street proper provision shall be made for grading 
and improvement of shoulders and sidewalk areas within the right-of-way of the street and for pro- 
vision of curbs and sidewalks. 


7-G: Street and Sideline Plantings 


1. Purpose. The purpose of this by-law shall be to ensure a minimum quantity of landscaping 
within designated sections of Walpole and to prevent overcrowding of land, to facilitate the ade- 
quate provision of open space, to conserve the value of land, and to lessen the visual impact of 
development. 


2. Applicability. The following requirements shall apply to all premises zoned B, CBD, GR, 
LM, and | whenever subject to the requirements of Site Plan Review unless precluded by place- 
ment of structures not restricted by setback requirements. 


3. Location. A row of trees shall be required within twenty (20) feet of all property lines 
abutting streets, continuous, except at driveways. A row of trees shall also be required within ten 
(10) feet of all sideline property lines, continuous except at access drives to abutting lots. The 
required rows of trees need not be linear. Exact locations shall be at the discretion of the Board of 
Appeals. Sideline trees shall extend from the street line to the deepest point on the premises 
having building or parking. No trees shall be planted so as to create a safety hazard. 


4. Type. Trees for street and sideline planting shall have at least two (2) inch diameter, 
measured three (3) feet above the ground and shall be of size, species and spacing that the tree 
drop lines approximately meet at maturity. Species shall be ones common to the region which 
reach an ultimate height of not less than thirty (30) feet and shall be planted in an area at least 
six (6) feet across. 


5. The same trees may fulfill the tree planting requirements of this section and the require- 
ments of Section 5-A:8. 


7-H: |General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this section, the Board of Appeals shall assure, to a degree 
consistent with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes permitted or permissible by the regu- 
lations of the district in which located: 


1. protection of adjoining premises against seriously detrimental uses on the site; and 


2. convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian movement within the site, and in rela- 
tion to adjacent streets, property or improvements; and 


3. adequacy of the methods of disposal of sewage, refuse, and other wastes resulting from the 


uses on the site, and the methods of drainage for surface water from its parking spaces and 
driveways; and 
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4. provision for off-street loading and unloading of vehicles incidental to the normal operation 
of the establishment; and 


5. protection of adjoining premises against detrimental uses by provision for sound and sight 
buffers, and preservation of views, light and air; and 


6. relationship of structures and open spaces to the natural landscape, existing buildings and 
other community assets in the area and compliance with other requirements of this by-law; 
and 


7. the landscape shall be preserved in its natural state insofar as practicable by minimizing tree 
and soil removal, and any grade changes shall be in keeping with the general appearance of 
neighboring developed areas. 


7-\: Accessory Use 

Uses, whether or not on the same parcel as activities permitted as a matter of right, accessory 
to activities permitted as a matter of right, which activities are necessary in connection with scientific 
research or scientific development or related production, may be permitted upon the issuance of a 
special permit provided the Board of Appeals finds that the proposed accessory use does not substan- 
tially derogate from the public good. 


7-J: Application Relative to Other By-Laws 

Section 7 is to be considered supplementary to other existing Zoning By-Laws affecting the 
access, circulation, design and landscaping of parking areas. Where the application of Section 7 
imposes a greater restriction than is imposed by other Zoning By-Laws the application of Section 7 
shall control. 


7-K: Authority of Board 

The Board of Appeals shall have the power to modify or amend its approval of a site plan on 
application of the person owning or leasing the premises, or upon its own motion in the event of 
changes in physical conditions sufficient to justify such action within the intent of this section. All 
of the provisions of this section applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applicable to such modifi- 
cation or amendment, 


or do or act anything in relation thereto. 
(Petition of the Master Plan Implementation Committee) 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By-Law by adding the following 
section: 


Section 3-H — Split-Boundary Lots. 


For lots that are divided by one or more District Zoning Boundary Lines, the following shall 
apply: 


1. If that portion of the lot in the zoning district of highest restrictiveness contains at least 80% 
of the required minimum lot area or contains the required minimum lot area and at least 80% of 
the required lot frontage for said zoning district, then uses permitted in said zoning district shall 
be allowed for the entire lot area upon Special Permit from the Zoning Board of Appeals. All 
applicable dimensional requirements shall be calculated as though the lot were entirely within said 
district. 
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2. Uses permitted in the zoning district of lesser restrictiveness shall be permitted only upon that 
portion of the lot contained within such district. Such portion of the lot shall conform to all 
applicable dimensional requirements of said zoning district, and no other portion of the lot may be 
used to calculate such, 


or do or act anything in relation thereto. 


(Petition of the Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 4-B of its Zoning By-Law as follows: 
Delete there phrase ‘‘In all districts no building shall be constructed’. Add the following in place of 
the specified deletion: ‘In all districts, no building shall be constructed on any part of a lot, created 
after the adoption of this provision of the Zoning By-Law, which does not have an area in which a 
circle, the diameter of which is not less than 80% of the minimum required lot frontage, tangent to 
the exterior street line from which the required frontage and minimum setback are derived and within 
all other lot lines, may be located. Furthermore, in all districts, no building shall be constructed”, 
or do or act anything in relation thereto. 


(Petition of the Planning Board) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 7-B of its Zoning By-Law as follows: 
Insert the phrase ‘‘including a Town of Walpole Development Impact Statement’’ between the phrases 
“with application for approval thereof’ and ‘‘directly to the Zoning Board of Appeals” in the first 
sentence, or do or act anything in relation thereto.

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 4-C-3-b of its Zoning By-Law as 
follows: Add the phrase ‘The continuous buildable area of a lot shall be interpreted as... ’’ at the 
beginning of the first sentence. Delete the last sentence of Section 4-C-3-b in its entirety. Said sentence 
currently reads as ‘‘In the case of lots located within the Water Resources Protection Overlay District, 
the sixty percent requirement shall apply to the required lot area for the underlying zone (as shown 
in Section 4-B) and not to the increased lot area requirements of the Overlay District’, or do or act 
anything in relation thereto.

Consultants, Inc., showing a modification of Area 1—Pumping Influence Over the Mine Brook Aquifer, 
or do or act anything in relation thereto.

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 7-B of its Zoning By-Law as follows: 
As a last paragraph of Section 7-B, the following should be added: “‘If approved, the applicant shall 
submit a sufficient number of microfiche cards showing the site plan as approved by the Board of 
Appeals to the Town of Walpole’’, or do or act anything in relation thereto.
